LEADERS of the building trades 
unions are to submit a claim for 
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SHELL SITE ACTION 
HE decision taken by the Amalgamated Union of Building Trade Workers 
to deal severely with those cases in which it finds its members taking 
part in unofficial activities to undermine the Union’s authority, is to be 
approved in principle by everyone who recognises the industrial chaos that 
follows in the wake of a situation where one party to an industrial agreement 
cannot count on the loyalty of a section of its membership. 

Whether the Union will be able to enforce expulsion for * taking part in 
unofficial activities” which include conferences called by an admittedly sub- 
versive newssheet or taking into any branch room * unofficial propaganda sheets 
or publicity material’ must fill the mind of any jurist with doubt. But the 
intention—to check disloyalty that has its roots in unwillingness to abide by 
normal conciliation procedure—must command the full support of every honest 
trade unionist, if only because it is in his own interest. * But for the unofficial 
action and disregard of union instructions and advice by a small minority of 
men (60 out of 1,250) this job would not have been brought to a standstill’: so 
states the Union. 

Picket action at the site, through which some ugly incidents took place, has 
lost some of its initial militance—largely because of firm action by the police 
and the magistrates’ courts and by the courage of some of the returning opera- 
tives—and men are being re-engaged at a steady rate. But neither the Union 
nor McAlpine’s will be well advised to let the matter rest there; while this 
return to normal is going on, both sides should address themselves to inquiring 
how it was that an admittedly small proportion of trouble-makers succeeded 
in creating a situation which led to the closing of the site and 1,250 workers 
being dismissed. Investigation (which could well include looking into site 
conditions and, by the Union, into the question of whether any promise as to 
status was made to the steel-fixers which in the event was not fulfilled) may 
disclose points at issue which good sense can resolve. To write off the Shell 
incident purely as Communist subversion would be a mistake. 


WINTER COAT 


HE traditional thin-skinned, fuel-wasting English house is likely soon to 

have an overcoat, or perhaps more correctly, a top-coat to help keep in 
its warmth. The proposals by the Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment for a revision of Model By-law No. 78 (see page 742) are intended to 
step up the standards of thermal insulation in houses and flat blocks which 
were first introduced in 1953. 

The term ‘top-coat’ is justified because only the minimum U-value for 
roofs is being increased, those for walls and floors remaining much as they 
are. In most cases it means placing an insulating layer at or on the ceiling 
joists above the top storey. This has been in recent years a growing practice 
in single houses designed by architects and with many ‘ do-it-yourself ’ house- 
holders anxious to improve their dwellings. 

The exceptions have been in the bulk of housing by local authorities and 
speculative builders, both of whom cut costs to the minimum. Roof insulation 
is likely to add about £10 to the cost of a 900 sq. ft. house. But those who 
have experienced the fuel saving and extra comfort derived from an insulated 
roof will testify that this small extra is well worth while. 

The Ministry of Housing and Local Government have gone about this 
business in a way that will appeal to the practical man. A Schedule is to be 
attached to the By-law listing the types of construction and materials which 
will meet its requirements. This is something which the Ministry of Power. 
saddled with the job of administering the Thermal Insulation (Industrial 
Buildings) Act. might ponder and, we hope, copy. One sees in this new 
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By-law and in the Regulations made under the Act the difference between 
expert drafting of a building ordinance and, if we may use the term, amateur. 
On the one hand are plainly-stated facts comprehensible by unscientific persons 
and, on the other, vaguely-worded scientific abstractions whose meanings in 
terms of actual building construction are extremely nebulous. 

We hope that the effect an insulating layer at top ceiling level will have 
on the tank and cold water system in the roof space will not be overlooked. 
By some means it should be pointed out to the less knowledgeable that the 
water system will now be deprived of heat leaking through the ceiling and 


will therefore be much more likely to freeze. 


The insulating layer must 


embrace the tank and pipes or the occasional severe frost will merely add 
to the numbers of burst pipes, rude remarks in the lay Press about the 
building industry and questions in the House of Commons. 

All those who think seriously about house design will agree that this 
step by the Ministry of Housing and Local Government is both wise and timely. 
We hope that the Ministry will exert its customary gentle but firm pressure on 
all local authorities to adopt the new By-law. 


Notes of the Week 


Small House Design 


N ENCOURAGING START to the archi- 

tectural competition for small houses 
to cost £4,500 or less (of which details 
were printed in The Builder last week) 
was given at a luncheon held in London 
by the proprietors of ‘Ideal Home’ 
magazine. Mr. Basil Spence, President of 
the RIBA, in commending the project to 
young architects, said very truly that here 
was a chance for them to distinguish 
themselves while offering something dear 
to the public’s heart, a bargain. ‘The 
RIBA has been im- 
pressed,” said the Pre- 
sident, ‘ by the success 
which has attended 
similar schemes in 
Canada and Australia: 
our scheme should be 
no less successful here. 
We have got to accept 
that there is a section 
of the public that does 
not wish to- incur 
architect’s fees on a 
house, particularly if 
the resulting plans are 
not in the long run 
used.” Some RIBA 
members, Mr. Spence 
continued, were a 
little dubious that the 
scheme’s success might 
take work away from 
them, but all experi- 
ence was to the con- 
trary.

societies normally lend. It is not unfair 
to say that the societies’ attitude in general 
to non-traditional design has been one of 
the biggest factors in perpetuating reac- 
tionary house-types, and while no one 
would say that they should finance some 
of the equally dreary ‘contemporary’ 
efforts which from time to time make 
newspaper headlines, the societies hardly 
as yet match up to the responsibilities 
implicit in their business of fostering good 
domestic architecture. This rock of hous- 
ing finance is one on which this competi- 
tion could founder, and it may be hoped 
that an eariy approach will be made to 
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the societies, when the 30 designs have 
been selected, to have them accepted for 
loan. In this the forthright support given 
to the scheme by Mr. J. H. Forshaw, 
Chief Architect MOHLG, should be in 


valuable. 


* * * 


THE COMPETITION breaks fresh ground 
in one way highly acceptable to architect 
competitors. The promoters are willing 
to accept dye-line or similar prints; this 
means that competitors can work up their 
drawings to the last moment; it also 
simplifies the promoters’ task, for such 
drawings need not be returned. 

Some questions on the competition 
were asked at the luncheon which may 
clarify certain points. The upper cost 
limit of £4,500 which has been made 
applies to all of the house categories; 
this has been done in order to produce 
a range of designs which may include 
quality of finish as well as size. The cost 
of each house will be checked by an 
independent quantity surveyor, and is to 
include a reasonable percentage of profit 
for the builder. The aim is a good one 

to ensure as far as is possible that each 
house can be erected within the overall 
figure of cost quoted. All in all, this 
competition may be expected to draw a 
record entry. 

Why Use an Architect? 

MEANWHILE in * Your House—Why 
you should use an Architect* the RIBA 
public relations committee has prepared 
a leaflet which tells the layman thinking 
of investing in a house the advantages 


that may be expected from employing 
an architect. This leaflet, intended for 


distribution by the Allied Societies and 
in connection with travelling exhibitions, 
has been well done; it gives not only the 
practical points but makes the psycho- 
logically sound one that the building- 
owner who engages the architect for even 
quite a small house is a lineal descendant 
of the 18th-century patron of architecture 
and the arts. We shall hope that the 
profession will back-up the claims made 
on its behalf. As the leaflet truly states, 
for many people a house is the biggest 
single investment of a lifetime. Architects 
must treat such commissions accordingly. 


Surveyors at Work 


THE THIRD WEEK in November will be 
a busy one for Chartered Quantity Sur- 
veyors. On Tuesday the 18th they dine 
together at the annual dinner and next 
morning repair to Caxton Hall, where the 
fifth triennial conference of their members 
will be held. On the theory that Rugger 
players always produce their best game 
after an evening out, the Conference 
should prove a resounding success. Its 
members should certainly be in a good 
mood, for one gathers that Sir Alexander 
Killick has been persuaded to speak at 
the dinner, and that alone is enough to 
ensure its success. 


Postgraduate Research, Edinburgh 


PROFESSOR ROBERT MATTHEW, who for 
some years has been pressing the need 
for post-graduate research in architecture, 
has at last achieved his ambition. By the 
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generosity of the Nuffield Foundation, a 
grant of £30,000 towards a total expendi- 
ture of £60,000 for this purpose has been 
made to the Department of Architecture 
at Edinburgh University, of which Pro- 
fessor Matthew is head. The subject for 
research is to be housing, and a team of 
workers under the guidance of a senior 
research architect and including a sociolo- 
gist and a quantity surveyor will study 
two ‘live’ experiments in the form of a 
rural group of dwellings and a_ high- 
density group elsewhere. The study, 
which will take five years to complete, 
is the first of its kind in the country. 


Concrete Symposium 


THE SYMPOSIUM On recent developments 
in precast concrete organised last week by 
Concrete Limited packed the conference 
room at the Building Centre, showing that 
this form of exchange of technical infor- 
mation retains its popularity. With Mr. 
W. E. Tatton Brown and Mr. K. W. Wood 
to start off the discussion and with Mr. 
Samuely in the chair to keep it on the 
rails, the evening could not help being a 
huge success; though explicit answers to 
all the questions could not always be 
given, this helped to show the value of 
such meetings as pinpointing those direc- 
tions in which research is still needed. 


Golfers at Dinner 


IF THE MEMBERS of the LMBA Golfing 
Society play golf as well as they dine, 
they should prove virtually unbeatable; 
that was the principal conclusion drawn 
from the Society’s annual dinner held in 
the Savoy Hotel on Friday last when 
well over a hundred members and guests 
spent a happy evening together under the 
genial eye of their captain, Brigadier A. 
G. Bonn. The year has, in fact, been a 
successful one for the Society, which did 
not win all the matches against opponents 
which included the RIBA, RICS, 
Ministry of Works and the Metropolitan 
Borough Engineers, but, as one of the 
speakers said, eminently succeeded in its 
main purpose of cementing relations 
between various sides of the building 
industry. Much of the credit for this 
must go to the captain who, in spite of 
illness which has dogged him through the 
year, has been present at all the meetings. 

In responding to the toast of the 
Society, proposed by Mr. Ian M. Lesiie, 
Brigadier Bonn emphasised the value of 
golf as linking the industry and asked 
that more LMBA member-firms should 
make it possible for their young execu- 
tives to play in the meetings. Mr. Ernest 
Cook, captain-elect, toasted the guests in 
a witty speech to which Mr. S. H. Statham, 
hon. secretary RIBAGS, responded, 
extending the thanks of all present to 
Mr. Percy Bates, the Society’s secretary- 
treasurer, who had made the arrange- 
ments for the evening. 


Architectural Sketches Prize 

THE Bartlett School of Architecture, 
University College, London, announce 
that The Builder prize of 10 gns. for the 
best architectural sketches executed by a 
fourth- or fifth-year student has been 
awarded for 1958 to Mr. A. D. C. Hyland, 
a Degree Student, to whom congratula- 
tions. 


Eve-of-Parliament Party 

THE PRIME MINISTER, Mr. Macmillan, 
the Lord Chancellor, Viscount Kilmuir, 
and many of HM Ministers, including 
Mr. Brooke and Mr. Marples, were 
among the thousand or more guests who 
attended the eve-of-Parliament party 
given by Sir Alfred Bossom, Bt., FRIBA, 
on Monday. The Member for Maid- 
stone’s garden in Carlton-gardens was, as 
usual, transformed into a tented arena, 
and a planner’s hand is seen in the 
manner in which this was linked to the 
house.

The Colonel Jago Case 


FEW ARBITRATIONS Or court cases, even 
of the more spectacular variety, could 
gain a larger or more interested audi- 
ence than the dramatised version of Mr. 
H. B. Creswell’s famous arbitration case, 
Jago v. Swillerton and Toomer, which 
was presented under the auspices of the 
Institute of Arbitrators and the London 
Master Builders’ Association in the 
Henry Jarvis Hall of the RIBA, 66 Port- 
land-place, W1, on October 27. 

The case concerned an imaginary arbi- 
tration held 27 years ago in which a 
Colonel Jago claimed damages from a 
builder and an architect employed by him 
to build a village hall. A few months 
after completion the building had col- 
lapsed while a dance was being held in 
it. The arbitration was concerned with 
the responsibility for the collapse. 

Mr. Creswell’s story proved to be ex- 
tremely amusing and more than capable 
of sustaining the interest of the audience. 
The cast handled the situation with the 
sincerity and skill of professionals. 

In a letter to the President of the Insti- 
tute of Arbitrators, written by the author 
and read prior to the presentation of the 
case by Mr. G. H. A. Hughes, Mr. Cres- 
well states: 

‘I greatly regret that the infirmities of 
years make it impossible for me to accept 
your invitation for the 27th, the more 
so as I should find myself among friends. 

“It is a feather in my cap that my little 
Jago book should have won the attention 
of the Institute of Arbitrators and of the 
London Master Builders’ Association. 

*I am responsible for the book only; 
and I think it important that those present 
at the dramatic version of it should know 
that it is concerned with an imaginary 
arbitration of 30 years ago. 

‘The story is fiction; the persons con- 
cerned imaginary; their names are inven- 
tions. But the whole of the constructive 
details are in all particulars factual and 
from the author’s experience as recorded, 
with working drawings of the actual hall, 
in the book.’

Contemporary and Period 
Design 


To the Editor of The Builder 


SR —Reading Mr. Maitland’s letter on 
this subject in your issue of October 
17 makes me certain that, extensive as his 
knowledge and appreciation of Gothic 
Architecture is, he has never seen or 
appreciated the Church of St. Mary the 
Virgin in Oxford. There we have one 
of the finest examples of Early English 
towers and spires in the country, and yet 
at the foot, added several hundred years 
after the tower was built, is the most 
un-English, baroque, curly columned, 
broken pedimented, classical porch you 
could imagine. Yet one is hardly con- 
scious of the porch being anything other 
than perfect in its setting and detail. 
Clearly, the builders and architects of that 
age were not concerned with copying 
what was already there, but in designing 
something in the vigorous up-to-date style 
they were then working in—and time has 
proved them right. 

In my view, one must accept, therefore, 
that there is only one medium in which to 
design—the style that is contemporary and 
up to date at that time, and no form of 
patching up or pseudo-copyism can be justi- 
fied. 


What Mr. Maitland says about the 
development of Gothic is very true, but let 
us not forget that Gothic architecture, 


although nearest in feeling to our contem 
porary idiom, is but a small part of the over 
all evolution of architectural style through 
the ages, just as we for that matter are at 
the beginning of another small part in archi 
tectural evolution; also that when Gothic 
was ‘alive’ there was, in effect, only one 
structural material to use—stone—and the 
Gothic architects exploited it to its fullest 
extent, in the same way as we are finding 
slowly the ways of exploiting fully our 
modern materials. Furthermore, that the 
size of the buildings erected that are still 
with us today were such that the time 
taken to build them was spread over 
hundreds of years, so that we often have 
all stages of the development in sequence 
in one building. 

I think the great lesson to be learnt from 
all this is that we are far too conscious of 
style as such, and we are all striving to create 
a modern or contemporary style in architec 
ture, rather than concentrating on designing 
good buildings and making full use of the 
materials available to us to solve the present 
day problems that confront us. 

The other very important point is, of 
course, that of competence, A good paint 
ing depends first and foremost on the skill 
and artistry of the painter; similarly the pre- 
requisite of a beautiful building is a skilful 
and artistic architect. Unfortunately, due to 
our accepted methods of training, we appear 
to produce mostly architects who can design 
space frames or curtain walls or dream up 
the latest fashionable gimmicks, but who, 
faced with a real architectural problem, are 
completely lost and only able to produce a 
stock answer. 

An exceptional architect will design a truly 


contemporary building within a Regency 
facade and leave something for future 
generations to admire and praise. A bad 
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produce a bad building, 
whether it be contemporary looking or 
pseudo-period. We should remember that 
we shall be judged in the future by what we 
have produced and not by the difficulties we 
may have had to overcome to produce it.

Thermal Insulation of Factories 
To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—Mr. Denison’s and Mr. Cham- 
bers’s letters in recent issues of The 
Builder about ‘U’ values of roof con- 
structions prompt me to write to you. It 
seems that Mr. Denison has put his 
finger on the real difficulty—the lack of a 
proper standard measurement for deter- 
mining *U’ values. When Mr. Nabarro 
first introduced his Thermal Insulation 
(Industrial Buildings) Bill, his sole object 
was to conserve fuel and to avoid its 
wasteful use. The Bill aimed to give the 
Minister of Power authority to lay down 
standards, give exemption in suitabie 
cases and so on. There was in the Bill 
no attempt to prescribe exact standards. 
It was the intention that the detail work 
should be done by the Ministry respon- 
sible. 

In attempting this work, the Ministry o! 
Power has obviously run up against diffi- 
culties—difficulties which are going to 
face all people concerned with the inter- 
pretation of the regulations. Quoted 
figures in various publications for the 
same types of construction, even with 
similar circumstances, vary. 

It seems, therefore, imperative that, as 
this Act is primarily a fuel conservation 
measure, sOme authoritative document 
should be published by the Minister of 
Power, with the help and guidance of 
other Government Departments, setting 
down ‘U”’ values for different types of 
constructions. Otherwise, the position 
will be parallel to that of the architect, 
surveyor and builder faced with building 
to accurate dimensions if there were not 
a reliable yard on which all measurements 
can be based, like the standard yard in 
Trafalgar Square. 

When Mr. Nabarro first introduced his 
Bill, the question of fire risk did not enter 
into it and there was no fire clause. 
During the passage of the Bill through the 
House of Commons, the Jaguar fire

occurred--one of many which have 
occurred due to the use of unsuitable 
lining material in large, uncompartmented 
factories for thermal insulation purposes. 
Probably as a result of this, Clause 3 
the fire clause—was introduced into the 
Bill so that, in addition to the original 
purpose of conserving fuel, the Act now 
says that in so conserving fuel you shall 
not add to the fire risk. Yet, here again, 
the standard set down is not regarded in 
some quarters as adequate. The stan- 
dard chosen is one which resulted from 
tests carried out on sheet lining materials 
used vertically for cladding inside walls of 
houses. The view held in many quarters 
is that such a test is unsuitable for formu- 
lating a standard for the use of materials 
in factory roofs. 

Judging by the amount of talk there is 
about the regulations and their correspon- 
dence, they appear to be rather compli- 
cated and very difficult to interpret. In 
published literature, it is possible to find 
differing ‘U’ values for identically the 
same kind of construction, and the local 
authority official having to assess whether 
or not plans in front of him do or do not 
comply with the regulations is going to 
have quite a problem to resolve. If he 
looks at one set of figures, the plans sub- 
mitted will comply: if at another set, they 
will not comply. And how the architect 
is to draw up his plans and specification 
without the risk of them being denied 
planning permission is rather a difficult 
question to answer. 

The regulations are nut yet, of course, 
law. They are in the process of ‘ laying 
before Parliament’ and it is up to any 
Member of Parliament to pray against 
them. Any debate which follows such 
a prayer might be helpful in clarifying the 
Situation.

St. Clement Danes

IR,—The fine photograph of the 
interior of the restored church of St. 
Clement Danes published in your issue 
of October 17 reminded me of the 
remarkable speech made by the late Paul 
Waterhouse at the Wren Bicentenary 
Banquet in 1923, at which I had the 
privilege of being present. In the course 
of this (one of the finest orations I have 
ever heard) he quoted the following lines: 
Would God that Wren’s immortal hand 
And more than mortal brains 
Had built St. Mary’s in the Strand 
And not St. Clement Danes, 
adding, ‘Gentlemen, I could have written 
those lines myself *! (as no doubt he did). 

I have often wondered whether Water 
house’s amusing verse is not a bit hard on 
St. Clement’s. Apart from the entrance 
portico and that miracle of grace the three 
staged tower, St. Mary’s has always struck 
me as resembling an enriched casket rather 
than a work of architecture. The double 
order of its elevations, with their pedimented 
windows, seems too much for so small a 
building. 

St. Clement’s in comparison is a far less 
scholarly design. but, in my view. much 
‘easier on the eye.” Its admirers will be 
glad to note that Mr. Llovd has followed 
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the original so closely in his restoration, par- 

ticularly in retaining the *‘ canted” bay join- 

ing the wide nave to the contracted sanctuary,

To the Editor of The Builder 

IR,—It has been fascinating to read the 

correspondence attracted by _ this 
simple topic. My letter of September 26 
referred to loose usage of the term * ditto.’ 
Within the confines of any one firm the 
experience of editing the billing team’s 
output confirms the need for some sort of 
standard, the maintenance of which even 
inside these limits demands vigilence. 
From the nine letters which have reached 
your pages it is pretty clear that estima- 
tors in the wide world outside have to 
cope with a variety of interpretations. 

Reverting to my original first paragraph 
| for one would welcome a majority move 
towards standardisation if such were pos- 
sible, though nobody has directly replied to 
this. S.W.H. and, I think, other correspon- 
dents accept punctuated repetition, i.e., using 
a ‘ditto’ for application to only part or 
parts of the preceding item, but I suggest 
that the supporting explanations by their 
very complication reflect the involved 
character of this method. 

I still feel that the definition put forward 
on September 26 holds its own in simplicity 
and speed under the estimator’s pencil and 
appreciate Mr. Ginnings’ remark on the con- 
fusion of the other method. At the same 
time there is much to be said for those who 
prefer the insertion of the initial dimension 
in every item (though there is no anomaly 
in my example as suggested by Mr. Stafford 
and Mr. Gent, because all new matter 
attached to a ‘ditto’ instantly qualifies the 
item and the new size ousts the old if there 
is a Clash). 

Mr. Tether enlarged his 
include criticism of the words ‘as 
described.’ We use this phrase where items 
are separated from their preambles or sub- 
headings and the particular corner of the 
country which provided the (quite post-war) 
example is the south east. 

“If in doubt leave “ditto” out’ was under- 
lined by both Mr. Willis and Mr. Wood, 
and if there is a golden rule in this matter 
this is surely it. I was glad to see Mr. 
Reed's letter; I wish there had been mor2z 
from the building side. 

Verbal comment amongst one’s acquaint- 
ance as well as the printed letters are at 
once a measure of the wide interest in and 
diversity of views on this little word, and 1 
am indeed grateful for the comment prof 
fered (more charitable than I had antici- 
pated).

which will rehabilitate and redevelop the 44-acre site 
situated between the Harrow-road (the curving road in the 
foreground of the model above) and the Grand Union Canal 
(the farther boundary of the model). Half the area will be 
for housing ncluding (besides the point blocks) eleven 4-storey 
flat blocks (one with shops), three 3-storey blocks of 
old people’s dwellings, two terraces of houses, and a 5-storey 
and a 3-storey block of maisonettes each with shops on the 
ground floor—946 new dwellings altogether. Rehabilitation 
of some of the existing property by the LCC Direct Labour 
Organisation will increase the total number of dwellings in 
the scheme to 1,127.

FROM DIJON TO THE MEDITERRANEAN 
Described and Photographed by Our Special Correspondent 


STouT CORTES’ JOY ON FIRST STARING at 
the Pacific, be very certain, is as nothing 
to the bicyclist’s relief who sights his 
destination, the Gare de Lyon, after cross- 
ing Paris in the rush-hour. Nothing in 
the circumstances could be more 
pleasureable than that rather solid 
example of Tony Gar- 
nier’s art unless it 
should be the sight of 
Mediterranean blue 
that came later after 
400 miles of leisurely 
cycling through the 
vineyards and lavender 
fields of the Rhéne val- 
ley. Not that the 
French motorist is 
other than courteous to 
those on bicycles; the 
fact is that the Parisians 
have taken up one-way 
traffic in the biggest of 
ways, and you may find 
yourself without the 
least difficulty a quarter 
of a mile off beam. 
The plan was to take 
train to Dijon and see 
whether our ancient 
bicycles and almost as 
venerable legs would 
carry us down the 
valley of the Rhéne to 
the sea. In the end 
both acquitted them- 
selves with distinction, 
though the _ perspiring 
patron of a_ wayside 
garage who mended 
the one and only punc- 
ture found no difficulty 
at all in believing the 
statement that my 
back tyre had _ been 
purchased in the first 


month of the 1940 blitz on London. 
Travelling to Beaune and Macon with 
a detour at Gevrey-Chambertin to visit 
the famous loop of vineyards convinced 
us that the main road has little to offer 
to anyone who is not interested in filling 
stations; the visual nuisance of these is

very great, and ought to be a solemn 
warning to all who believe in unfettered 
planning. At Macon, theretore, we 
abandoned for good the N6 route and 
cycled south in that lovely hinterland 
tnat lies under the Jura mountains and 
the Alps. Chalamont, Meximieux, 
Cremieu (charming little medieval town), 
Beaurepaire d'Isere, Romans (romantic 
as its name) and Crest, sitting astride the 
magnificent river Droéme: little seems to 
have changed in these towns since the 
middle ages; there is hardly a new build- 
ing to be seen. Not until the main road 
was rejoined just above Avignon (Lyon 
was by-passed) was the hand of the 
modern architect seen, though several 
fine new bridges (notably at Loyettes) 
demonstrated that the French understand 
very well the uses of prestressed, preten- 
sioned concrete. 


Avignon’s Suspension Bridge 


Avignon is shortly losing its suspension 
bridge which is proving quite inadequate 
to the traffic flow across the Rhone. The 
new bridge in prestressed concrete is 
sited within 20 yards of the old, down- 
stream from the Pont Saint-Benezet 
Avignon has a reasonable quota of new 
building, which includes a Post and Tele- 
graph office in the rather heavy, but still 
imposing, style favoured by French 
official architects. Son et lumiére with 
the Palace of the Popes as backcloth was 
impressive. 

South of Avignon to Martigues, most 
delightful of medieval towns, and this in 
spite of an oil refinery which has been 
sited three miles away along the inland 
seawater lake of the Etang de Berre. 
Martigues, a fishing port linked by rive: 
to the Mediterranean, is well known to 
artists, not so well known by tourists; 
with its three 17th-century churches, port, 
canals and town square it well earns its 
name of the Venice of Provence. On 
the outskirts are several good new build- 
ings—schools and flats for the munici- 
pality and a church given by an oil 
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refining company at La Mede along the 
lake. Then on to Sausset, cleanest by far 
of the litter-strewn Mediterranean ports 
on the Cote Bleue. The British seldom 
stop to thank God for the rain that des- 
troys cellophane and paper wrapping; in 
the south of France this tattiness blows 
about almost indefinitely. 

Arles and Nimes, with their Roman 
cores, are well equipped with new build- 
ings, much of it good and interesting in 
the use of colour, though it is difficult to 
imagine anything to equal the bleached 
red and saffron of the Roman tiled plas- 
tered houses of Provence, so like the shell 
of a freshwater crayfish. Tarascon, which 
completes the triangle of which Nimes

and Arles are the other points, is dis- 
appointing; it, too, will shortly have a 
new prestressed bridge, for the town suf- 
fered heavily after the Normandy inva- 
sion, but the new buildings are not 
distinguished. A day in Marseilles con- 
firmed previous impressions of this 
magnificent city in which new and old 
are nicely balanced as on the viewing 
platform at Notre-Dame de la Garde, 
where one telescope invites you to view 
the Chateau d'If, the other Corbusier's 
Ville Radieuse. 

Marseilles suffered very considerably at 
the end of the war when the occupying 
Germans destroyed large areas in the Old 
Port, which are now hardly recognisable 
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by those who have not visited the city 
since the war. Yet Marseilles has not 
suffered as greatly as, for example, Le 
Havre, and the replacing buildings are 
not as austere and brutal as those in 
the northern seaport. A good deal of use 
is made of concrete panels used as 
external shuttering for poured concrete, 
the surface being treated with a cement 
retarder so that brushing can expose the 
aggregate. Sooting-up, sO common in 
northern industrial towns is no problem. 

The final impression is that French 
architecture in the South is strong, inven- 
tive and mannerly, and that in the use of 
reinforced concrete and colour it rivals 
any country in Europe.

T= reconstruction of the Elephant and Castle is now 
under way. The scheme as a whole is one of com- 
prehensive re-development combined with a major road 
improvement. 


The building with the square 170 ft. tower is the new 
London School of Printing and Graphic Arts. The group 
of buildings at the southern end of the scheme (the 
Draper-street Area) with its 25-storey tower contains 
offices, shops, flats, workshops and an underground 
garage. Both these developments are LCC projects, 
designed in the Architect’s Department which is also 
responsible for the plan of the Elephant and Castle 
Comprehensive Development Area as a whole. 





The Draper-street Area: This site has its main frontage 
on the former Draper-street, facing north up the Elephant 
and Castle. Hampton-street forms its eastern boundary 
and it is flanked on the west by the high level arched railway 
viaduct. The present site of 2} acres forms part of a 
larger area to be developed later as a second stage, the 
overall density of which is 175 persons to the acre. 


The scheme of development proposed comprises five 
blocks, three of which are of six storeys in height with 
roof penthouses ; one tower block of 25 storeys including 
roof penthouses; and a two-storey block flanking the 
railway viaduct. The accommodation thus provided will

consist of 200 flats and maisonettes, 97 tenants’ stores and 
an estate workshop, 15 shops and a showroom, a public 
house with a manager’s flat, a branch post office, 72 
separate lock-up garages and a motorcycle store Five 
storeys of office accommodation will also be provided as 
well as lettable workshops. 

London School of Printing and Graphic Arts: The site 
for the new school is situated to the south-west of the 
main roundabout and adjoins the Metropolitan Taber- 
nacle. It extends to St. George’s-road and has an area of 
2.3 acres. 

The functions of the accommodation produce a division 
of the school into three building elements : workshops, 
teaching and communal. The workshops are grouped in 
one large four-storey block sited adjacent to the Tabernacle. 

Traffic islands : The treatment for the two major islands 
is still under consideration. Subways at the Elephant and 
Castle bring some pedestrians on to the larger island but 
none to the smaller one. The tentative proposals for the 
latter show an intersecting pattern of brick paving with 
three jets of water. The building shown on the larger 
island is a new transformer station for the LTE to replace 
the present one which is on the site of the new road. The 
electrical equipment in the new building would be visible 
to the passer-by and the whole complex could be a 
memorial to Michael Faraday, born in the Borough. s

SCHEME for a National Stadium has been planned 

to cater for International and Local Games as well as 
forming a recreation and sports centre for Nigeria. The 
scheme consists of a sports arena and stadium to hold 
42,000 spectators, a swimming pool unit, an open air dance 
floor and a restaurant contained within a patio; and 
football and hockey pitches and tennis courts set in a 
seventy-eight acres site to be developed as parkland in Suru 
Lere, Lagos. 

The site is situated in an area of flat bush country which 
is scheduled for urban development. All existing trees will 
be maintained and the rest of the site will be completely 
cleared so that a landscape more suitable to the environ- 
ment of a stadium is imposed. This will consist mainly 
of tree planting and controlled grassing which will provide 
shelter and enclosures in an informal manner. 

The problem of laying out the area consisted of placing 
the stadium with adequate car park facilities, two minor 
building units and sports fields within a nearly square 
shape. As the Stadium was bound to have a monumental 
effect in the fairly open landscape it was felt that it should 
be set back into it and the approach be treated in a large 
and formal manner.

It is intended to construct the stadium in reinforced 
concrete with a cycle track between the arena and the 
terracing. Approximately one-third of the stadium will be 
covered and the reinforced concrete beams of the front 
canopy will be extended and framed to form a cantilevered 
cradle on the outside carrying the various offices and club 
rooms connected with the running of the stadium. Further 
bars and sanitary accommodation will be situated at 
entrances on a raised concourse which will encircle the 


structure. 


The swimming pool unit will have an international-size 
swimming pool with changing accommodation and a rein- 
forced concrete stand for 2,000 spectators. 


THE ROYAL ACADEMY 
SCHOOLS 


Annual Exhibition of Students’ Work 


[He annual exhibition of works by the 
students of the Royal Academy 
Schools is being held at Burlington 
House until November 1. These schools, 
though for advanced  study—entry 
normally follows the courses of other art 
schools after the National Diploma in 
Design has been gained—are not as well 
or widely known as they should be. 
Apart from their being for practical pur- 
poses on a par with the RCA and the 
Slade, exceptional status is given by the 
long history of the Royal Academy 
Schools (they were founded in 1768) and 
the privileges of close association with 
the parent institution. 

Though naturally uneven, the average 
quality of the works shown is high, and 
some are quite outstanding by any stan- 
dard. Encouragement is given by many, 
and worth-while, prizes and scholarships: 
these seemed to be awarded with con- 
spicuous lack of bias, academic or other- 
wise, and several works to which the eye 
was immediately drawn for sheer visual 
pleasure turned out to be prizewinners. 
But for all, the experience of finding 
themselves in galleries to which they may 
shortly aspire as * graduate’ exhibitors 
must be of great benefit: reciprocally, 
the galleries gain by a rather spread and 
eye-level hanging plan. Most works are 
for sale; prices are moderate, and an 
encouraging sprinkling of red stars, even 
on the second day, has rewarded this 
policy. 

I would, however, put in a modest plea 
for a catalogue on future occasions. In 
its absence I can only quote numbers and 
names (hoping my untidy notes were 
reasonably accurate) and improvise des-

criptions at risk of misrepresenting the 
artists’ intentions. In the Drawing and 
Watercolour section, Diane Hardiman 
and Gilbert Ryan impress with their res- 
pective Oswald Birley and Landseer 
prize-winners—hers a group of Italian 
buildings in gouache, and his a spirited 
animal study. 

Of the Oils, Garrick S. Palmer’s Nos. 
38 and 65—his Gold Medal and Edward 
Stott Travelling Studentship prize-winner 

together with another commended 
work seemed to me quite astonishingly 
mature and assured. Mostly pastoral 
landscapes with implements, they were 
not without a strong suggestion of his 
namesake Samuel. Charles Raybould’s 
nude, an orange-yellow landscape and 
another developing a tonal theme in 
luminous greens, seemed extremely 
promising. Other works noted were 
Donald Dossett’s Geese (552): though 
still a probationer, I gather, he is well 
worth keeping in mind with perhaps 
murals in view. Leonora Box’s washing 
on lines (74) is good formal pattern-mak- 
ing as well as social realism. Eric 
Frankland shows several interesting 
trompe I'Oeil abstracts (if that label is 
valid coinage) and there are other excur- 
sions into ‘isms’ more recent. 

Of the sculpture, I admired Chris- 
topher Denbury’s battle scene and (Land- 
seer Prize) figure model; and both liked 
and admired his pole-vaulter ‘ composi- 
tion.’ Adrian Mountford’s (Rome 
Scholarship °54) male nude, hauntingly 
suggesting somehow both China and 
Etruria, is a most satisfying figure, taken 
as a whole. 

As an ‘old boy,’ though long before 
its post-graduate days, I was grieved to 
hear that the Architecture School is dis- 
continued for the present, as I feel there 
is need for the dwindling number of such 
places outside the rigid framework of

THE ARCHITECT’S DIFFICULTIES 
‘Looked on as Mere Designer 
of Accommodation’ 


THE ARCHITECT is looked upon today by 
industry as a mere designer of accommoda- 
tion, said Mr. ARNOLD P. HOLDSWORTH, 
chairman, at a meeting of the Yorkshire 
branch of the Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors, at Sheffield on October 23. He 
added that other people designed the struc- 
ture and most of the services. 

Mr. Holdsworth said: * Today 


we are 

bombarded with factory-produced units 

ready for assembly, the latest being for 
walls. 

‘This is a natural development from a 


willingness to let someone else design the 
steel or concrete structural frame, the floors 
and roofs, the windows and the ceilings 
with a tasteful panel design by the mer- 
chants hung on their design of trellis work 
with wires and sheet metal gadgets.’ 

He did not, however, think that the 
architect would be content to become in- 
creasingly like a travel agent by substituting 
a catalogue mind, crammed with types of 
unit construction and specialist designers’ 
names, for a real knowledge of design from 
raw materials. 

‘There is no doubt that at present the 
average architect is overwhelmed and 
frustrated—overwhelmed by the often con- 
flicting and in any case far from traditional 
methods pressed upon him by high pressure 
salesmanship—and frustrated by regulations, 
controls and people who have statutory 
powers to interfere with what he wishes to 
do unless his wishes are changed to align 
with theirs.’ :

N the site, some two miles from the Centre of the City, the 

company already had a depot and workshop building. By a 
rearrangement of ground stocks in the pipe yard room was made for 
a new office block having a floor area of 9,000 sq. ft. between the 
Depot building and the north boundary of the site. The architects 
decided to inflect the new offices towards the Depot, using its existing 
entrance and exit roads ; this produced an L-shaped plan, with the 
front door at the point of balance in the facade. 


Lavatories are grouped around the two ducts on the west side of 
the building, which contains all the services; this leaves the rest of 
each floor free for replanning in the future. In the fittings showroom, 
some of the sanitary fittings displayed and all the large variety of taps 
on show are alive and can be physically demonstrated. Heating is by 
oil-fired boiler in the boiler room of the depot building to panel 
radiators. Hot water comes from electric storage heaters.

Works of Art for TV Centre 


HE BBC has commissioned two works 

of art for the Television Centre now 
being built at Shepherds Bush, London. 
One is a mosaic mural by Mr. John Piper; 
the other is a fountain by Mr. T. B. 
Huxley-Jones, FRBS. 

John Piper’s mural, which will be 16 ft. 
by 26 ft., will be his first large work in 
mosaic. It will be an entirely abstract 
pattern in brilliant- colours for the end 
wall of the entrance hall. The materials 
will be new Venetian glass mosaics in 
combination with English, Spanish and 
other mosaics. 

The fountain will be erected in the 
central garden of the main block, which 
will come into use in 1960. Mr. Huxley- 
Jones was one of the sculptors nominated 
by Mr. Charles Wheeler, PRA, to submit 
models to the BBC. His design comprises 
three bronze figures and two subsidiary 
figures, a 40-ft. obelisk, a bowl carried 
on four legs, free-standing around the 
obelisk, with its underside a little above 
eye level; and a basin, or ‘pool,’ at 
ground-level. The top of the obelisk will 
be surmounted by a gilded bronze figure, 
standing on a ball (10 ft. high, including 
ball); representing Helios—the all-seeing 
Sun God of Greek mythology. 

The obelisk will be a precast reinforced- 
concrete unit using marble aggregate, 
polished; the bowl also will be of rein- 
forced concrete, with the undersurface 
cast with aggregate gauged with quartz 
and mica, polished to a smooth surface. 
The pool will be surrounded with slate 
and lined with mosaic.

Site for LCC New Town 


Tue London County Council has been 
considering for some time establishing a 
new town within a radius of 50 miles of 
London in order to relieve congestion in 
the County of London. After investigat- 
ing some 70 sites the Council has come 
to the tentative conclusion that a site in 
the vicinity of Hook on either side of the 
Whitewater Valley in north-east Hamp- 
shire probably presents the most favour- 
able features. An approach has, there- 
fore, been made to the Hampshire County 
Council and the Hartley Wintney RDC 
inviting them to authorise their officers 
jointly with the officers of the LCC to 
investigate the suitability of the site and 
all other technical questions which arise. 


House-Builders’ Conference

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IN PARLIAMENT

_ OSLATION to replace by a new 
Building Act the existing provisions 
for Scotland which are scattered through 
various statutes and by-laws will be intro- 
duced by the Government in the session 
of Parliament which was opened by the 
Queen on Tuesday. This legislation will 
be based on the recommendations of the 
Guest Committee whose report was 
presented to Parliament last October. The 
Committee recommends that while 
machinery of control should be included 
in one Act, detailed structural require- 
ments should be in regulations. 

Another Bill foreshadowed in the Queen’s 
speech was one to amend and strengthen 
the Factories Act. This will probably in- 
clude alteration of provisions relating to 
fire precautions and other matters. Concern 
has been expressed about the adequacy of 
fire precautions particularly since the disaster 
at Keighley in 1956. 

The Government also announces its in 
tention to implement the White Paper on 
pensions which was introduced recently to 
provide legislation to amend the basis of 
compensation for compulsory acquisition, to 
set up an agency to take over from the New 
Town Corporations all the property and 
liabilities of those Corporations, which will 
ultimately be wound up. 


A White Paper announcing the Govern- 
ment’s plans for further educational develop- 
ment will be presented during the new 
session. 


Legislation will also be introduced to 
enable special assistance to be given to small 
farmers and to provide for further support 
for the Agricultural Mortgage Corporation. 


Easier House Purchase 


Speaking in the House following the 
Queen’s Speech, the Prime Minister, Mr. 
MACMILLAN, elaborated on the brief refer- 
ence in the speech to home ownership 
plans. He said that the building societies 
were now limited in the amount they had 
available for investment. The Government, 
he said, proposed to remove this obstacle 
by advancing Government money to the 
building societies and so increasing their 
capacity to lend. The aim was to bring 
about a general widening of house purchase 
in such a way that special aid will be given 
for purchase of older and smaller houses. 
The necessary legislation, said Mr. Mac- 
millan, would be introduced soon. 


Blackpool Forecasts 


ARLIAMENT had met on October 23 
for the short but traditional ceremony of 
prorogation in preparation for the State 
opening on October 28 of what may well 


be the last session before the general 
election. 
Constitutionally, the Government can 


remain in office until May, 1960, but the 
period between the end of the coming 
session, if it runs its normal course, and 
that date is too short to permit the intro- 


duction of anything but emergency 
legislation. 

What the Government had had in store 
for members was not known or generally 
anticipated by politicians until the Queen 
announced the programme in her Speech 
from the Throne, but there have been hints 
by Ministers, especially at the Conservative 
conference at Blackpool, which gave some 
inkling of the tasks confronting members 
in the ensuing year. 

It seemed that a main item of legislation 
would in all probability be implementation 
of the Government’s bigger and better 
pensions scheme, details of which were pub- 
lished earlier in the month as a White Paper. 
Such action has long been forecast by both 
sides. 

This particular issue will be hotly con- 
tested by the Opposition, who claim that 
the Government in some aspects of their 
plan have stolen a march on the ideas which 
they would have presented to Parliament had 
they been returned at the next election. 


Rights of Light 

One matter on which the Government 
promised to bring forward legislation when 
they could find time, and which thus might 
well figure in their programme, is that of 
carrying out the recommendations of the 
Committee on the Law Relating to the 
Rights of Lights. And there would not be 
much controversy about that. 

The committee, presided over by Mr. 
Justice HARMAN, reported to Parliament just 
before the summer recess, and in announcing 
to the House of Lords on July 14, the publi- 
cation of that report as a White Paper, the 
Lord Chancellor indicated that the Govern- 


ment had agreed to most of the 
recommendations it contained. He specifi- 
cally mentioned their agreement to the 


proposal to extend from 20 to 27 years the 
period for the prescriptive acquisition of 
rights of lights under the 1832 Act. One 
aspect of the subject on which the commit- 
tee did not advise legislation was for the 
preservation of rights of lights acquired by 
buildings which later suffered war damage, 
or of rights in the process acquired by such 
buildings. 

From what he has said in and out of 
Parliament in recent months, Mr. HENRY 
Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, can be expected to be one of 
the busiest, if not the busiest of departmental 
Ministers. As usual he will be faced with 
critics from in front and critics behind, 
some hostile, some not quite so friendly. 


Compulsory Purchase 


Whether he will be ready to accede to the 
wishes of a considerable number of his own 
back benchers for an amendment to the 
basis of compensation for compulsory 
purchase to that of the fair market value, 
remains to be seen, but he will have an 
uneasy time trying to convince them that 
he is right if he does not do so. 

Conservatives have been nothing if not 
relentless in their efforts to get Government 
action on this subject. First, CAPTAIN 
CorFIELD introduced a private member's 
Bill to secure the change. This Mr. Brooke 
described at the recent party meeting in 
Blackpool as taking a carving knife to fell 
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an oak. He resisted the Bill in the House, 


but in spite of his advice the Commons | 


decided to carry it. 


Unfortunately, that measure fell because 


of Parliamentary procedure. It required a 
money resolution, and that the Government 
declined to provide. Then Captain Corfield 
tabled a critical motion, complaining about 
the Government's action, or lack of it, and 
quickly secured the support of more than 


140 of his fellow Conservative back 
benchers. 

That motion came up against’ the 
Parliamentary timetable, but when asked 


about finding time to debate it, Mr. BUTLER 
gave what was considered as a guarded hint 
that something would be done in the next 
session, without committing anybody to any- 
thing, for he is far too astute a politician 
to do that. 

When the House adjourned there the 
matter lay. or so it seemed. But the 
disquiet both on the topic and Mr. Brooke's 
apparent lack of action was too widespread, 
and the party was faced with no fewer than 
55 resolutions on this issue at their con- 


ference. There Mr. Brooke was 
sympathetic but non-committal. 
He admitted there were hard cases, 


particularly where development values had 
increased, sometimes substantially, since 
1948, especially in fringe areas, and his 
attitude was that the formula of existing 
site values plus the development value had 
not worked out very differently from the 
ordinary market value, 

However, he gave one glimmer of hope. 
The Government were examining the matter 
from every point of view, and he has 
already pointed out that in seeking to remove 
the many anomalies more would be created, 
and he would be reporting the result of that 
examination to Parliament soon. 


School Building Programme 


One Ministerial promise which should give 
encouragement to the building industry was 
that of Mr. Georrrey LLoyp, Minister of 
Education. ‘When Parliament meets we 
shall bring forward.’ he said, ‘ with 
enthusiasm our new proposals in a detailed 
form as a White Paper which will incor- 
porate among other things a new five year 
plan for the building of more and better 
schools for our country. How much of 
this new programme will include the existing 
projects which had been shelved because 
of Mr. Lloyd’s own actions in response to 
the Government’s economy drive is not yet 
known, but there is the prospect of an 
ambitious plan which will involve a consider- 


able expansion of education building 
expenditure. 
Mr. Brooke also gave notice that the 


Government were considering some method 
to ease the burden of house purchase, and 
added that these plans would be announced 
to Parliament when the time came. More- 
over, having become ‘ Minister for Clean 
Air ’—although there are rumblings that his 
policy is meeting difficulties because of the 
rising cost of fuel—he now hopes to become 
the * Minister for Clean Rivers.’ 


One way and another it looks as if

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FRANCO-BRITISH UNION 
OF ARCHITECTS 
The 1958 Annual Conference 


EMBERS of the Franco-British Union 

of Architects and guests arrived at 
York on September 12, for the annual cen- 
ference of the Union. This had been post- 
poned from a date early in June due to the 
crisis in France at that time. 

A visit was made to the York Institute 
of Architectural Study to see the recent 
exhibition on ‘ Modern Construction’ during 
the afternoon. The Institute, launched since 
the war with the aid of public subscriptions 
raised largely in York, is housed in a former 
church in Micklegate, very well adapted and 


equipped inside to provide for lecture 
courses, summer school courses and 
exhibitions. 


Later on the day of arrival the annual 
general meeting was held at the Royal 
Station Hotel, during which Mr. R. E. 
Enthoven, FRIBA, succeeded M. Albert 
Laprade, SADG, as president of the Union 
for the year 1958-59. M. Jaques Warnery 
(Architecte en chef des Batiments Civils et 
Palais Nationaux) was elected vice-president. 
The following architects were elected to 
membership of the Union: M. Clause 
Charpentier, M. Jean Merlet, M. Robert 
Clauzier, M. Andre Remondet, Mr. 
Kenneth M. B. Cross and Mr. Richard S. 
Eve. 

The following day a drive across the 
Yorkshire wolds took delegates and guests 
to Kingston-upon-Hull where they were 
received at Guildhall by the Lord Mayor, 
Alderman Science, and the Lady Mayoress, 
and the City Architect, Mr. Andrew 
Rankine. Later in the morning sherry was 
taken in the Lord Mayor’s Parlour with 
French and British captains of vessels visit- 
ing the port of Hull. Mr. Rankine showed 
and explained development plans and models 
and guided delegates on a tour of the city 
including the waterfront and trawler docks. 
A visit was made to Beverley Minster on 
the return journey to York. 

On September 14 delegates drove to 
Fountains Abbey with a brief stop at 
Knaresborough to admire the splendid pros- 
pect from the Castle. Lunch was taken at 
the Red Lion Inn, South Stainley, and there 
followed a fine drive through the Yorkshire 
countryside to Rievaulx Abbey and to Castle 
Howard, 

Professor Sir Albert Richardson, P-PRA, 
welcomed delegates on the following morn- 
ing to York Minster, where he gave an 
historical and architectural commentary and 
explained the restoration work now in pro- 
gress. Conducted by Mr. Jesse Green, clerk 
of works, delegates were fascinated to see 
the nearby workshops and in particular the 
restoration work being carried out on the 
stained glass windows.

STAINLESS STEEL CHIMNEY 
American Application to 
House Building 


A STAINLESS STEEL _ fireplace 
chimney and stack, believed to be 
a unique application in the home build- 
ing field, has just been completed in the 
home of Mr. H. G. Kraber, a building 
contractor, in McGrann Hills, Pa., just 
outside Pittsburgh. Actually the chimney 
pipe is 14 in. in diameter, and is about 
14 ft. high. About 2 ft. of the chimney 
extends beyond the roof. The inner pipe 
is 1 ft. in diameter. A 1-in. insulation 
material surrounds the inner pipe. 

The chimney was made by forming and 
then welding the pipe lengthwise. The 
weld bead was then buffed down and the 
entire chimney was given a buffing to 
make a. satin, soft-looking finish. 
Allegheny Ludlum supplied the stainless 
steel for the chimney. The balusters 
on the stairway and the hallway are made 
of 1-in. stainless steel tubing. Mr. Kraber 
has said that he chose stainless steel for 
his home and the unusual chimney as the 
focal point of the entranceway because of 
the quality appearance it gives. The 
chimney was comparable in price to a 
brick chimney to handle the same fire- 
place size. The second photo shows the 
fireplace side with the stainless steel 
chimney above the brickwork.

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‘EXCITINGLY MODERN HOUSE’ 
PLAN REJECTED 
ee: Epsom Student Loses Appeal * 


HE Minister of Housing and Local 
Government has given his decision on 
the appeal of Mr. D. W. Dry, Student 
RIBA, of Epsom, against the refusal of 
Epsom and Ewell Borough Council to 
approve his plans for the design of what 
he described as an ‘ excitingly modern ’ house 
for the Wilmerhatch-lane area of Epsom. 
The appeal has been rejected. 

At the public inquiry last summer (reported 
in The Builder of August 15) Mr. Dry ex- 
plained that his clients, a young couple, were 
convinced that, for want of a better inter- 
pretation, a ‘glass box’ would give The 
Ridge, a road near the RAC Country Club, 
‘the spark of life it so badly lacked.’ 

The proposed house would have two out- 
side staircases and chimney flue, and living 
rooms on the first floor. When questioned 
about the outside staircases Mr. Dry said 
that his clients might be cranks, but he did 
not see why they should not live upstairs 
if they wished. 

The Deputy Town Clerk, Mr. D. R. 
Grimes, replying to Mr. Dry’s remarks that 
nothing he had seen, with the possible excep- 
tion of Epsom race-course grandstand, could 
be termed excitingly modern and his criti- 
cism of neighbouring houses because they 
did not reveal a principle of recurring 
design, said the Corporation was not against 
modern architecture. 

Mr. C. G. Cobbett, Borough Surveyor, said 
the Council had turned down the plan 
because the house would adversely affect the 
amenities and it was completely out of keep- 
ing with existing properties in a good-class 
residential neighbourhood, while the owner 
of one of the neighbouring houses said the 
‘extraordinary staircases’ would give the 
appearance of a property turned into flats. 
In rejecting the appeal the Ministry’s officer 
states that the last argument ‘is not without 
considerable force.” He notes that the 
residents on the estate ‘are unanimously 
opposed to the introduction of a type of 
house which betokens aesthetic standards 


different from their own.’ 
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The Insulation of Housing 


NEW BUILDING BY-LAW PROPOSED 


ROPOSALS for a model building 

by-law which would set higher stan- 
dards for the thermal insulation of dwell- 
ings have been circulated by the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government to 
local authority associations and other 
organisations for their comments. 


If adopted, the new minimum standard 
—for roofs 0.23; for external walls 0.30; 
for ground floors 0.40—would mean in 
practice that no roof insulation would 
fall below that of a pitched roof with 
roofing felt under the tiles and a loose 
fill or insulating blanket over the upper 
ceiling. No external wall insulation would 
be less than that of a cavity wall with 
both leaves of brick, and the ground floor 
insulation would be at least equal to that 
of a suspended timber floor of tongued 
and grooved boarding not less than ¢ in. 
thick. Following is the full text of the 
proposals that have been circulated: 


Model Building By-laws—Thermal 
Insulation of Dwellings 


1. The present Model By-law No. 78 
represents the first effort to deal with this 
subject in the by-law code. It was recognised 
when this model by-law was issued that the 
standards laid down were modest and 
would require to be reviewed in the light 
of experience. In reply to a question in 
the House of Commons on June 10, 1958, 
the Parliamentary Secretary indicated that 
the Minister proposed to consult local 
authority and other associations to see 
whether the requirements of the Model By- 
law No. 78 could now practicably be raised. 

2. Having discussed this matter with the 
other Government Departments concerned 
the Ministry’s view is that the current by- 
law on thermal insulation could well be 
amended and a draft is annexed to this 
memorandum of a new by-law which might 
be recommended to local authorities for 
adoption in place of the present by-law on 
this point. 

3. It will be noted that the form of the 
suggested new by-law is different. The func- 
tional requirement that the method of con- 
struction should be such ‘as to offer adequate 
resistance to the transmission of heat’ is 
not reproduced. Instead there is a manda- 
tory requirement that roofs, walls and floors 
should conform to certain U-values. 

4. The U-values proposed are: 


for roofs 0.23 
for external walls 0.30 
for ground floor 0.40 


In considering these figures it is necessary 
to remember that they are minimum require- 
ments and represent, when translated into 
practical building methods, types of con- 
struction which in the Ministry’s view can 
reasonably be insisted upon. Some of the 
more usual types of construction which 
would be deemed to satisfy the U-values are 
set out in what would become the Fifth 
Schedule to the model by-laws, but in 
practice the U-values suggested would mean: 

(a) that no roof insulation should’ fall 
below that of a pitched roof which in- 
corporated roofing felt under the tiles and 


a loose fill or insulating blanket over the 

upper ceiling; 

(b) that no external wall insulation 
should fall below that of a cavity wall 
with both leaves of brick, and 

(c) that the thermal insulation of the 
ground floor should not be less than that 
of a suspended timber floor of tongued 
and grooved boarding. 

5. The Ministry believe there would be no 
great technical difficulty in achieving these 
standards—indeed most houses now being 
built probably do better already. The ex- 
amples listed in the schedule to the suggested 
new by-law are not, of course, exhaustive; 
the standards will permit a wide choice of 
constructional methods and insulating 
materials. It will be necessary for any form 
of construction not listed to be considered 
on its merits. For this purpose reference 
may be made to the book entitled ‘ The 
Thermal Insulation of Buildings—Design 
data and how to use them’ by Messrs. Nash, 
Comrie and Broughton of the Building Re- 
search Station (published by HMSO) and to 
Section II of the Guide to Current Practice 
published by the Institution of Heating and 
Ventilating Engineers. 

6. It is intended that the proposed new by- 
law should apply to blocks of flats (including 
maisonettes) as well as to dwelling houses 
(a drafting amendment may be necessary to 
put this beyond doubt; the point is being 
further considered). In the Ministry’s view 
it should not be difficult to achieve these 
standards especially where blocks of flats or 
maisonettes are built with non-load bearing 
external walls, and in view of the large num- 
ber of flats now being built it would seem 
undesirable to leave them out of account. It 
will be recalled that Post-war Building Study 
No. 19 suggests (on page 46) that high values 
of thermal insulation are appropriate where 
the source of heat is controllable as is 
normally the case in high blocks of flats and 
maisonettes. 

7. For practical reasons it is proposed to 
ignore the area of window in an external 
wall and and roof lights in a roof. Similarly 
it is proposed to exclude garages and other 
outbuildings attached to a dwelling. 

DRAFT BY-LAW 

Thermal Insulation of Houses 

78.—{1) The roof of every house, apart 
from any skylight or other opening therein, 
shall be so constructed that, when the sum 
of the surface resistances of: 

(a) the external surface of the roof, and 

(b) the internal surface of the roof, or 
the lower surface of the ceiling of the 
topmost storey of the house, 

is taken as 0.85, the thermal transmittance 
co-efficient of the roof, or of the roof in con- 
junction with any such ceiling, shall not be 
more than 0.23. 

(2) *Any roof, or roof in conjunction with 
the ceiling of the topmost storey of a house, 
to which the previous paragraph relates shall 
be deemed to have the resistance to the trans- 
mission of heat required by that paragraph 
if it is constructed in accordance with the 
relevant provision of Table A of the fifth 
schedule. 


*Deemed to satisfy provisions are italicised. 
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(3) Every external wall of a house, in- 
cluding the internal surface finish thereof, 
shall, apart from any window or other 
opening therein, be so constructed that, when 
the sum of the surface resistances of the 
internal and external surfaces of the walls is 
taken as 1.00, the thermal transmittance co- 
efficient of the wall shall not be more than 
0.30. 


(4) Any wall to which the previous para- 
graph relates shall be deemed to have the 
resistance to the transmission of heat re- 
quired by that paragraph if it is constructed 
in accordance with the relevant provision of 
Table B of the fifth schedule. 


(5) The floor next to the ground of every 
house shall be so constructed that the thermal 
transmittance co-efficient thereof shall be not 
more than 0.40. 


(6) Any floor to which the previous para- 
graph relates shall be deemed to have the 
resistance to the transmission of heat re- 
quired by that paragraph if it is constructed 
in accordance with the relevant provisions 
of Table C of the fifth schedule. 


(7) In this by-law ‘thermal transmittance 
co-efficient’ means the number of British 
thermal units transmitted per hour through 
one square foot of the structure when there 
is a difference in temperature of one degree 
Fahrenheit between the air on the two sides 
of the structure. 


(8) Nothing in the provisions of this by- 
jaw shall apply to the roof, external wall or 
floor of any washhouse or watercloset not 
entered from within the house, or of a garage 
conservatory, shed or store.

DESIGN AND CONSTRUCTION 


OF HOUSES 
Providing Quick Access to New Ideas 


R. T. V. PROSSER, senior vice- 

president, NFBTE, speaking at the 
annual dinner of the Yorkshire Federation 
of Building Trades Employers, at York, on 
October 14, said that the Building Research 
Station at Garston was carrying out a 
tremendous amount of useful research work 
for the building industry, but the big prob- 
lem was how to get over the results of this 
work to the architects and building firms so 
that up-to-date information on new methods 
and materials was properly assimilated in 
the new buildings going up. 

‘I admit that it is not an easy problem 
to solve,’ he continued, ‘ Our industry is a 
diverse one, spread throughout the length 
and breadth of the land—wherever, in fact, 
building work is required to be done. The 
National Federation is helping by purchas- 
ing and distributing to firms large numbers 
of the Station’s reports and digests. But 
this is only the beginning of the job. The 
vital thing is that they should be read and 
their contents applied. 

‘I know that running a business of any 
kind today involves much reading and paper 
work and there is the temptation to file away 
anything not of immediate concern. We 
cannot afford to put building research mat- 
ters in this category, for all the experience so 
far has shown that the proper use of the 
Station’s advice and guidance leads to higher 
efficiency and lower building costs. 

‘ At the moment,’ he went on ‘ the NFBTE 
and the Building Research Station are 
examining the possibility of preparing a 
series of straightforward, easy to understand 
reports on new developments in the design 
and construction of houses, such as efficient 
and economical heating, plumbing, lighting 
and ventilation. The idea behind this is to 
give housebuilders a means of quick access 
to up-to-date fresh ideas on these subjects.’ 








EVERYDAY THINGS

LII.—On the Job 


I WAS talking to a young architect the 

other day who asked me whether I 
thought it a good thing to talk to the men 
on the job about their work. He was 
keen and enthusiastic, enjoying every 
moment of his work, and he felt he 
wanted to talk to the workmen about 
what they were doing. He is knowledge- 
able about many things—architecture, 
building, life—and he wants to share it 
all with the others. You may sometimes 
be snubbed, but oftener not, and in any 
case it is a risk worth taking, as it seems 
to me the architect is the proper person 
to talk to the workman about what he 
is doing. 
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My young friend told me he found he 
got better work done if he explained 
things himself. The ordinary craftsman 
leads a lonely sort of life. He istold what 
to do but seldom has an opportunity of 
studying the drawings and specification. 
He is moved from one place on the job 
to another without apparent rhyme or 
reason. He may not even know what 
part of the building he is working on: 
perhaps he doesn’t even know what the 
building is anyway. 

‘Now,’ says my architect friend, ‘ can 
I go and talk to him and explain things 
to him?’ Yes, of course talk to him. It 
is such a healthy idea, it shows keenness 
and intelligent enthusiasm that is bound 
to bring good results. That is the spirit 
we want to keep alive in the building 
industry. But not from a pedestal, please; 
there are no pedestals on a building site 
—not, at least, for the architect. 

I think it would be a good thing, once 
a job gets under way, for the architect 
to give a talk about the work occasionally 
to the men. It would have to be in their 
time so it would need the co-operation 
of the builder which I am sure would be 
forthcoming, provided the talk wasn’t too 
long-winded. Some of it would stick 
in their minds and it would at least mean 
that the architect had to collect his own 
thoughts together in an ordered way, 
which might make it a good thing for him 
too.

f igre Worshipful Company of Carpenters 
held their annual dinner followed by the 
presentation of prizes to students of the 
Building Crafts Training School, 153 Titch- 
field-street, W1, at Drapers Hall, Throg- 
morton-street, EC2, on October 15. Sir 
Alfred Bossom, MP, presented the awards. 

Mr. H. M. MERRIMAN welcomed those 
attending and introduced Mr. H. G. TILLey, 
the director of the school, who gave his 
report on the activities of the school during 
the past year. He began by saying: 

‘Three of our masonry apprentices took 
part in the annual competition organised by 
the London Association of Master Stone 
Masons, all of whom received awards in 
their respective grades. Of the four masonry 
apprentices who sat for the Examination of 
the City and Guilds of London Institute this 
year, three received first-class certificates and 
one a second-class certificate—a result of 
which we may feel justly proud. 


An Important Award 

‘For the fourth year in succession one of 
our carpentry and joinery apprentices has 
received ‘the Central Section Award of the 
Incorporated British Institute of Certified 
Carpenters in their open competition. 

* At the end of last session the Education 
Committee, with much regret, accepted the 
resignation of Mr. F. Chant, the Masonry 
Instructor, and I would like to record our 
appreciation of the valuable work he has 
done during the seven years in which he 
supervised that class. Mr. Chant has been 
succeeded by Mr. W. S. Riley. 

‘As in former years the members of the 
Shoreditch and Finsbury Branch of the 
Federation of Master Builders have con- 
tributed a sum of £10 10s. and the London 
Association of Master Stonemasons a sum 
of £3 3s. towards the cost of the prizes. 

“You are probably engaged on some 
specialised and limited type of work in your 
daily occupation, and it is therefore 
advisable to carry out a piece of craftsman- 
ship of an entirely different character in the 
School so that you can gradually, through 
practice, become proficient in all the various 
parts of your own craft. 

“In a mechanical age like this in which 
we live,’ he went on, ‘there is more and 
more need of craftsmen who shall maintain 
standards and shall maintain the old 
traditions. The machines of today can 
perform wonders, but they can only do what 
they are constructed to do, they cannot 
depart from the model. That, of course, is 
no reason for despising machinery. 

‘In recent years there has been an 
accelerated increase in building activity all 
over England, both in towns, large and 
small, and along the countryside, and it is 
more than ever important that there should 
be a supply of really well-trained and fully 
qualified craftsmen.’ 

In his address SiR ALFRED Bossom said 
that the students present should remember 
that they were training for their lifes’ work. 
They were to become part of an industry in 
which was spent a total of £2,000,000,000 a 
year. A third of Britain was going to be 
built or rebuilt and this would require a 
great deal of skilled men. 


There was also a vast Empire to go out 
and work in. For this work they were being 
well prepared. They were at a school which 
had a great tradition. ‘We are entering a 
new age,’ he went on, ‘ with new traditions 
which will be made by you—and whether 
they will be good or bad is up to you.’ 

Mr. F. R. FREEMAN, chairman of the 
Carpenters Company’s Education Committee 
moved the vote of thanks to Sir Alfred. This 
was seconded by the Master of the Pewterers 
Company, Mr. A. D. FINney.

BUILDING WAGES 
Claim for Another 4d. per Hour 
to be Submitted 


THe National Federation of Building 
Trades Operatives at its meeting on October 
22 decided to submit a claim in January to 
the National Joint Council for the Building 
Industry for another 4d. an hour. On a basis 
of a 44-hour week this would represent an 
extra 14s. 8d. a week. The recommendation 
was made by the Federation’s executive and 
approved unanimously. 

The claim is irrespective of any addition 
under the sliding-scale agreement linked 
with cost-of-living; this, according to present 
trends, should give the men an extra 1d. 
per hour in February. 

The last increase was given in June under 
an award of the Industrial Disputes Tri- 
bunal, after the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers had rejected a 
demand for an additional 8d. per hour and a 
40-hour working week. In February the men 
received a 1d. increase under the sliding- 
scale agreement. 

Average earnings of building workers were 
estimated at April last before the Tribunal’s 
award, to be £12 7s. 6d.

Reserve List of £734,898 Restored 

a Education Committee were told 

on October 10 that, as a result of repre- 
sentations, the Ministry of Education had 
now agreed to accept a reserve list com- 
prising a substantial number of schemes 
which they had previously deleted from the 
original programme submitted in the major 
building programme for 1959-60 and esti- 
mated to cost £734,898. 

Although schemes for primary and 
secondary schools to the total value of 
£1,650,556 for the main programme and 
£332,000 for the reserve list had been put 
forward, projects to a total cost of £815,998 
only had been approved by the Minister as 
the major building programme for next year, 
with no reserve list. 

The Education Committee, it was stated, 
had been most concerned at this severe cut 
in expenditure and strong representations 
were immediately made to the Ministry for 
reinstatement in the programme of a number 
of projects deleted by the Ministry, but which 
the Committee felt were of particular 
urgency. The Ministry were also informed 
of the concern felt at the absence of any 
reserve list to the programme, as such a 
list was regarded as essential to future 
planning schemes. 

The Education Committee decided to ask 
the County Architect to proceed with the 
preparation of drawings for the schemes in 
the reserve list as quickly as possible, with 
a view to a start being made on the sites, 
where they were available, by April 1960. 
It was agreed that the programme of major 
building works for primary and secondary 
schools to be carried out during 1959-60 at a 
total estimated cost of £815,998, together 
with the reserve list of schemes to the value 
of about £734,898, be confirmed. 

Included in the main programme for 1959- 
60 are: Tolworth County Secondary Boys’ 
School (to complete proposed six-form entry) 
for £238,480; Surbiton County Boys’ School 
(instalment of three-form entry school) 
for £95,057; new eight-class primary school 
to serve new housing development at Frimley 
and Camberley for £54,208; Bonner Hill 
County Secondary Girls’ School (four class- 
rooms at Bonner Hill Junior School on site 
at Villiers-road) for £16,500 (provisional); 
and Ottershaw School (new primary school 
for 280) for £15,000 (provisional). 

In the reserve list are Kingston County 
Secondary Boys’ School (proposed six-form 
entry school) for £243,784; Epsom proposed 
county secondary Boys’ School (two-form 
entry instalment of four-form entry school) 
for £106,145; and Chertsey proposed county 
primary school (one-form entry junior and 
infant school) for £47,432. 

The Education Committee also confirmed 
the submission to the Ministry of Education 
of a programme of minor works to be carried 
out during 1959-60 involving a total esti- 
mated expenditure of £334,200.

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STEELWORK PRICE FIXING 
ENDED 


Association’s Statement to 
Restrictive Practices Court 


HE British Constructional Steelwork 

Association have ended a_ price-fixing 
scheme which was one of two and probably 
the major ingredient of an agreement which 
has been referred to the Restrictive Practices 
Court, Mr. J. R. CUMMING-BRUCE told the 
court in London on October 22. 

He was applying on behalf of the Registrar 
of Restrictive Trading Agreements for the 
court to fix a date for the hearing of pro- 
ceedings in the matter of the agreement be- 
tween members of the Association. 

He said the position now was that the 
major ingredients of the Association’s agree- 
ment had been terminated by a resolution of 
their council, communicated to the Registrar 
on September 10, the effect of which was to 
terminate altogether the price-fixing scheme 
with effect from September 18. 

There were, however, certain recommenda- 
tions which the Association sought to justify 
to the court, and he understood that the 
Association wished to amend their pleadings 
in order to justify those recommendations 
in the new situation, namely the absence of 
the price-fixing scheme. 

How far such proceedings were likely to 
give rise to substantial issues between the 
Registrar and the Association it was not yet 
possible to estimate, because up to the date 
that the Registrar received notice of termina- 
tion of the price-fixing scheme his advisors 
had been.examining the recommendations in 
their operation in the context of the scheme. 
The new situation was a quite different one. 

It might be possible, after amendment of 
the pleadings, for the Registrar to arrive at 
an agreement with the Association on the 
operation of the recommendations it was 
sought to justify. 

In that case it would be improbable that 
there would be any issues of fact for deci- 
sion by the court, although the final problem 
of justification would remain. 

It was not possible to specify the exact 
pattern that the proceedings were likely to 
take, but both parties were eager that the 
proceedings should be brought to a conclu- 
sion as early as possible so that the industry 
should know exactly its position. 

Mr. Cumming-Bruce said the date he was 
seeking was in the first week of next term. 

Mr. D. A. Grant, for the Association, 
said that he had no objection, and Mr. 
Justice DeEvLin, President of the Court, 
said to Mr. Cumming-Bruce, ‘there is no 
reason why you should not have it.’ 

The hearing was put over until the first 
day of the next term (which begins on Janu- 
ary 12), and Mr. Grant agreed that no such 
scheme as that which had lately been ter- 
minated would be put into operation before 
the end of the proceedings. 

Mr. CUMMING-BRUCE said in reply to Mr. 
Justice Devlin that four, and perhaps five, 
cases which were believed to be effective and 
substantial remained of the business pre- 
pared for next term.

THE SHELL SITE 
AUBTW’s Strong Action 


HE Amalgamated Union of Building 
Trades Workers has, through its coun- 
cil, taken decisions by which members taking 
part in unofficial activities to undermine the 
authority of the union may be expelled. The 
council has also decided that any member 
associated with the calling of, or attending, 
a future conference announced by the 
editorial board of a paper called * News- 
letter,’ or distributing, selling or taking into 
any branch room unofficial propaganda 
sheets and publicity material, shall also be 
liable to expulsion from membership of the 
union. 

These decisions, taken at a meeting on 
October 21, arise from a special session of 
the council convened to hear reports of 
recent occurrences on McAlpine’s South 
Bank site where last month 1,250 men were 
discharged after a sequence of unofficial 
strikes by a section of the men. 

The council calls for the utmost loyalty 
from its members in circumstances where a 
certain group of people—who have been 
responsible for organising the unofficial 
activities on the site—have openly declared 
their intention of overriding and usurping 
the functions of the trade union movement. 
The council adds: 

‘But for the unofficial action and dis- 
regard of union instructions and advice by 
a small minority of men (60 out of 1,250) 
this job would not have been brought to a 
standstill. Every member and shop steward 
would have continued in employment with- 
out any question of discrimination or vic- 
timisation arising. The council, therefore, 
reasserted its determination to maintain and 
defend union agreements made with the con- 
sent of the majority of its members, and, in 
line with that policy, upheld the decision of 
the Civil Engineering Conciliation Board of 
September 23. 

‘It further endorsed the actions of the 
officers concerned in their attempts to secure 
implementation of that decision. The execu- 
tive emphasised that there is no dispute at 
the Shell site and that the job is open to our 
members for employment.’ 


Two Pickets Fined 


Two labourers, Robert Kent, 26, of 
Haverhill-road, Balham, and Christopher 
Sullivan, 28, of Uxbridge-road, Shepherd's 
Bush, were accused at Tower Bridge on 
October 27, of obstructing a police officer at 
York-road, Southwark, on October 11. The 
case arose from incidents that occurred 
during picketing operations at the Shell 
Petroleum Co. building site on the South 
Bank. 

Sullivan was fined £5 for obstructing a 
police officer. Kent was fined £10 for using 
threatening behaviour. 


Disciplinary Charges 

DISCIPLINARY charges carrying the penalty 
of expulsion from the union have been made 
against 26 members by the Amalgamated 
Union of Building Trade Workers. They 
arise out of the dispute at the Shell building 
site. 

The men are alleged to have infringed 
union rules by bringing the union into dis- 
repute; disobeying union instructions and 
slandering union officials. 
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BUILDING MATERIALS 


Basic Index Again Unchanged 


HE basic materials index fell in Sep- 

tember by 0.9 per cent. The decrease 
was mainly due to a fall of 6 per cent on 
average in raw wool prices, the effect of 
which together with slight falls in the prices 
of raw cotton, raw jute, linseed oil and tin 
was only partially offset by small increases 
in the prices of copper, lead and zinc. The 
index numbers for materials and fuel used 
in the mechanical engineering and electrical 
machinery industries both remained 
unchanged. 

The September index for all building and 
civil engineering materials at 114.0 is the 
same figure as for July and August and 1.5 
below the comparable figure for September, 
1957. The house building materials index 
for September, 1958, at 111.6* is the same as 
the figure for August and 1.9 below that 
for September, 1957. The figure for output 
for building and civil engineering other than

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SWEDISH JOINERY TIMBER 


To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—As a fellow traveller to Sweden 

with Mr. C. G. Stillman, I read with 

great interest his article on Joinery Tim- 
ber in The Builder September 19. 

First I would congratulate him on the 
way he acquitted himself and defended 
the architect during the many friendly 
exchanges with other members of the 
party during the trip. 

Several points raised in his informative 
article would appear to need further 
emphasis, viz: 

(a) "The average top diameter of all logs 
cut for timber in Sweden is only 8 in. or 
slightly less. 

(b) Wage rates are extremely high in 
that country, thereby speeding the intro- 
duction of automatic or semi-automatic 
methods into the sawing of timber. This 
has driven many mills out of business; 
for example at Sundsvall where, ten years 
ago, 42 mills were operating, only three 
are now working. 

(c) For the reasons given in (a) and (b) 
it is practically impossible to convert trees 
into timber by other than existing methods, 
ie. by slash sawing or thro’ and thro’ 
sawing. 

{d) Large section timber such as 11 in. 
by 3 in. and 9 in. by 4 in., etc., will be- 
come rare or even unobtainable. 

What, therefore, can be done to improve 
the quality of Swedish joinery timber? 

Swedish manufacturers of wood windows, 
doors and furniture seem to employ methods 
which may offer a possible solution to the 
problem. These factories use a relatively 
low grade wood which is kilned to a low 
moisture content, 6 per cent in one case. 
This wood is then cut into small sections for 
subsequent lamination. After passing through 
glue spreaders, the assembled laminae pass 
through roller presses with high frequency 
heating. 

A window factory at Sundsvall using 3 in. 
by 14 in. jambs and heads, built these up 
with a 4 laminae and at least one of these 
were butt joined lengths; no attempt was 
being made to cut to av»id knots. The 
finished product was of a very high order 
and of better quality than mass produced 
windows in this country. Hardwood doors 
in some buildings had laminated stiles and 
rails. 

The architect seems to be faced with the 
problem of using smaller section timber, 
even for carcassing, and with the acceptance 
of built-up sections containing knots, etc. but 
of staple dimension and of more uniform 
strength. 

The additional cost of lamination could 
be off-set, to some degree, by the use of 
suitable plant in constant service and the 
logical use of a lower grade and cheaper 
timber. 

The 100 standards of Swedish redwood 
recently sent to London from Gavle by A. B. 
Kornas was a praiseworthy attempt to grade 
the timber so as to reduce the amount in a 
parcel of unsorted which is unusable for 
g0od joinery but, let us face the facts: 

(a) The overall quality of the timber 
remains the same and will still vary year 
to year and mill to mill. 

(b) The cost of the better wood, after 
sorting, is likely to be higher. 

(c) An outlet is still required for the 


lower and for the worst grades which, 

if sold at attractive prices, can only mean 

increasing the rate for the best wood. 

At the moment the joinery manufac- 
turer has to sort and grade his timber 
according to his particular needs and it is 
doubtful whether he could afford to pay 
more in these increasingly difficult times for 
timber which would still need sorting over. 

During our visit we were impressed by the 
degree of automation in all the sawmills, but 
this efficiency always finished at the wharf 
where we were amazed to see the timber 
manhandled, put into rope slings and slung 
aboard ship in small amounts. 

The relative cost of loading must be high 
and one presumes this also applies to un- 
loading. 

It was against this background that we 
saw the trial packaging of timber and ex- 
pressed the hope of its success with a view 
to reduction in cost. 

Kilning of the sawn timber is by no means 
common to all mills; a great number of mills 
‘air dry’ their goods, as the weather is 
apparently very dependable in Sweden; even 
so, timber outside is always stacked under 
covers. Perhaps one day, in our unpredic- 
table climate, we too may think of covering 
up our timber, including when it is on the 
lorry. 

Finally, allow me to say ‘thank you’ to 
our Swedish hosts who left nothing undone 


towards our enjoyment and education during .

CLAY ON ROAD A CAUSE 
OF ACCIDENT 
£2,337 Damages Against Contractors 


AT BIRMINGHAM Assizes recently, Mr. 
Justice DoNovaN ruled that because they 


allowed the wheels of their lorries to deposit © 


clay on the road surface at Stetchford, 
Staffs., four years ago, the Turriff Construc- 
tion Co., Ltd., Brook-road, Warwick, were 
guilty of failing to ensure the safety of other 
traffic. The judge ordered the company to 
pay £2,250 damages to a 15-year-old boy and 
£87 15s. Sd. special damages to the boy’s 
mother. 

The judge heard how the boy’s left leg 
was severely injured when he was struck by 
a milk float which had been in collision with 
a petrol tanker. The tanker had skidded 
‘on the perilous surface’—a road made 
slippery by a combination of rain, tyre grease 
and clay left by the lorries. Since the 
accident the child had missed a substantial 
amount of education by having seven opera- 
tions and it was probable he would be 
permanently incapacitated, said the judge. 
Turriff Construction had left the clay on the 
road and allowed it to become a danger to 
other traffic. 

The owners of the tanker involved, the 
National Benzole Co, Ltd., were dismissed 
from the suit. 
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BUNGALOW REDUCED 
IN SIZE 
£175 Damages Awarded 
Against Builders 


M* Jack Henry Kirk, Mays-close, 
Warlingham, was recently awarded 
£175 damages against Croydon Construction 
Co., Ltd., London-road, Croydon, by Judge 
Malcolm Wright, after a hearing lasting 
several days. 

Mr. Kirk claimed that a bungalow con- 
structed for him by the company was smaller 
than was provided for in the specifications. 

Plaintiff made a second claim, that the 
defendant company had omitted certain 
items which, according to the plans, should 
have been included. In this case JupGe 
WriGcHT said his judgment would be 
reserved. Mr, STEPHEN STEWART appeared 
for the plaintiff and said that in 1955/56 
the company built 19 bungalows in Mays- 
close and his client agreed to purchase one 
of them. 


Road Widening Proposal 

It now appeared that after the agreement 
was signed Croydon Council announced that 
it was intended to widen the road one foot 
on each side and this reduced the sites on 
which the bungalows were to be built. The 
company had either to build one fewer 
bungalow on each side of the road, or they 
had to reduce the size of some of them. 
They adopted the second course and without 
informing the purchasers they reduced the 
sizes of eight or nine of the buildings; Mr. 
Kirk’s was one of these. The lounge was 
about 6 in. narrower than specified and the 
kitchen 9 in. shorter. It was submitted that 
thus the cash value of the bungalow was 
reduced by £175. 

Mr. H. Hames said, on behalf of the 
company, that they were obliged slightly to 
reduce the size of the bungalows. Their 
right to do this was covered by a clause 
in the agreement. 

JUDGE WRIGHT said he could not agree 
that the matter was a trifling or negligible 
one, It was to the detriment of the purchaser 
that the bungalow was built smaller. 


BUILDERS OUT OF LINE 


Penalty For Infringing 

Planning Approval (, 

BUILDER has been told to move back 

part of a bungalow front being built 
on the Southella Estate by Haltemprice UDC 
(Yorks), The Council at a recent meeting 
approved a resolution that Tichias and Son, 
builders, be instructed to alter the bungalow 
by setting back the northern half of the 
frontage a distance of 2 ft. They also 
agreed that the ‘firm should be warned of 
future infringements. 

It was stated that the site and building line 
had been pegged out correctly by one of the 
Council’s engineering staff before building 
began but a subsequent inspection after 
building had started showed that the bunga- 
low was being constructed substantially in 
front of the building line, said the minutes 
of a joint meeting of the Planning and 
Housing Committees.

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BUILDING TRADE LITERATURE 


Its Function and Design 


By JOHN BRUNTON, Dip. Arch., ARIBA 


THE increase in specialisation, and in 
particular the ease and cheapness 
of producing the printed word, has 
created for the building industry what 
has been. aptly described as ‘a vast 
expanse of paper.’ This is a problem 
that has been receiving increasing interest 
in the last few years. The bulk of what 
is now printed is hurriedly written, badly 
produced, and above all, ill-considered. 
If proper thought were to be given to 
what is being printed, and the use to 
which it is put thoroughly understood, 
then the volume would decrease and the 
quality improve beyond measure. 

In considering this problem it is 
important to realise that of all the types 
of printed information on building, there 
is one that is quite distinct from the 
others. It is perhaps the most important, 
and certainly the most used type. This is 
the information on commercial products 
or services which has a distinguishing 
characteristic of the need to sell. It may 
be selling a product, a service, or even an 
idea, but the underlying intention is to 
increase commercial sales. This class of 
information with its selling function, falls 
naturally into two clear and separate 
types according to the use to which it 
is put. 

1. TRADE TECHNICAL: This deals 
with the salient technical information 
on a particular product or service. Its 
aim is to increase sales by conveying 
the essential information on which a 

» decision to buy can be based. It should 
be fileable. 

2. PresTiGe/INTEREST: This is a 
flag-waving kind, dealing for example 
with contracts completed, satisfied 
letters, how we do it, where we do it, 
history of our organisation, etc. It aims 
to sell by repeatedly being noticed, 
arousing interest, and making sure 
that the name is not forgotten. 
Although the aims of these two types 

are similar, their uses and methods are 
basically very different and it is vitally 
important that these differences should 
be clearly understood. In earlier decades 
building was a highly conventional and 
rather localised affair. A range of pro- 
ducts was such that with experience they 
could be comfortably assimilated and 
remembered, This, however, is no longer 
possible. The range of products and 
services is now so large, and the demand 
by a particular user so varied, that it is 
impossible to remember all the alterna- 
tives. Selection in practice is made from 
quite a limited range. It can be shown, 
for example, that a plastic floor tile is 
actually chosen from about six alterna- 
tives, whereas there are at least forty 
products of this type available. If a 
concrete floor finish is wanted, there are 
at least seventy-five from which to choose. 
This points to a weakness in the service 
that the industry offers to its clients, 
which is directly due to an inadequacy 
in the information methods of manufac-

turers—an~- inadequacy for which the 
manufacturers suffer by losing a fantastic 
number of opportunities to sell. In these 
circumstances, it is obvious that the prime 
requisite from the point of view of the 
user of building materials (and therefore 
the manufacturer) is the full factual and 
up-to-date information which can be filed 
away against the occasion when it will 
be required. This is the function of the 
Trade Technical type. 

Filing systems, however, are not 
infallible. They are not maintained, the 
items get lost, destroyed, or are merely 
not returned. They cannot be carried 
around, and often there is no time to use 
them. This suggests that even the best 
Trade Technical literature must be either 
periodically repeated, or supported by 
other means, im order to ensure that it 
does not lie forgotten in the filing 
system. This is the role of advertising 
and the Prestige/Interest type literature.

It is due to this common cause that 
these two functions are all too often con- 
fused. Factual information suffers from 
sales *‘ blurb’ and has its bulk increased. 
It may even produce an inconvenient size. 
Pure publicity forms, on the other hand, 
restricted by a need to include at least 
some facts (usually too many to retain a 
pleasant eye-catching layout) or permit a 
simple humorous theme, suffer equally. 

The difference between these two types 
can be defined by saying that Trade 
Technical literature achieves its aim by

imparting the full factual information on 
which a decision to buy can be based, 
while the prestige type’s aim is to wave 
the flag and ensure that it is not forgotten 
when the opportunity to sell occurs. The 
clear appreciation of this difference in 
method and purpose would greatly 
increase the effectiveness of both, and 
remove the most common cause for 
complaint. 


From what has been said, it will be 
clear that Trade Technical literature is a 
functional tool as necessary to the 
industry as any hammer, tee-square, or 
other implement, and it is important 
that it should be designed as such. The 
general properties of such a tool are 
shown in Fig. 1. 


How it is Used ° 


Analysis of the way in which this tool 
is used shows that there are basically two 
ways common to all users of building 
materials :—

The difference between these two 
approaches is that in the first case most 
of the salient information is likely to be 
required, whereas in the latter case it 
may only be some particular fact, like 
a dimension or telephone number. 

In both cases the process of ‘ finding’ 
is a natural progression from the general 
to the particular. For example, to find 
the size of a particular plastic floor tile 
the whereabouts of the information on 
this subject in the office has to be 
‘located.’ This will depend upon the 
organisation of the office and on the 
filing system used—both are outside the 
help that can be given by the design of 
the literature. Once the whereabouts has 
been ‘located’ the particular leaflet has 
to be ‘identified’ from among other

Having found the leaflet, the next step 
is the location of the particular fact or 
facts which demand a logical sequence 
and a brief, concise text with suitable 
sign-posts. This process of passing 
through the general to the particular is 
of vital importance, as it demonstrates 
one of the main tenets upon which design 
of good literature must stand. 

It shows that technical literature is, in 
fact, never read as one reads a novel, 
but what happens might be more properly 
described as ‘skimming.’ This is the 
mental rejection of the unwanted in the 
search for what is relevant. It is for this 
reason that diagrammatic presentation of 
information is much preferred to the use 
of written text. The building industry 
on the whole is quick to appreciate a 
drawing because it is its most common 
medium for the exchange of ideas, and 
can present at a glance what may take a 
page or more of text. 


Who Uses It 


A definition of who uses Trade Tech- 
nical literature requires consideration 
before one can decide what information 
should be given. The normal answer of 
directing this literature at architects is 
much too narrow. They are not the only 
people to use building materials. One 
must include surveyors, builders (from 
directors to the labourers), building 
inspectors, engineers (civil to sanitary), 
quantity surveyors, estimators, housing 
and management committees, and even 
the lay handyman. All these people 
require the same information, and 
usually in approximately the same 
sequence. The detail into which each of 
these users of building materials requires 
to go will depend upon their particular 
interest. Invariably the information 
required differs slightly in detail. It is a 
common misconception that information 
should be prepared separately for the 
architect, builder, and the building owner, 
and in doing so it often happens that a 
conflicting story is told. If all the salient 
information is given in a logical manner 
the need for separate types of literature 
disappears, money is saved, and mis- 
understandings avoided because every- 
one is aware of the same facts. 


Size 


It has already been said that size 
should be uniform. It does not matter 
greatly what size is used, provided that 
it is a generally accepted standard. There 
are four sizes given by BS 1311, two large 
sizes, and their appropriate half sizes. 
Controversy has been raging for some 
years about the two larger sizes. The 
11 in. x 84 in., known as the British size, 
is the most widely accepted in this coun- 
try. The 11} in. x 84 in. size, which is 
known as the International A.4 size, is 
more widely used abroad. Two so closely 
related sizes are obviously ridiculous, and 
sooner or later one or the other will be 
dropped. Whatever may be said of the 
merits or demerits of these two sizes, it 
should be remembered that the A.4 size, 
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Fig. 3.—Information required on a service 


which was only recently recognised in 
the revised British Standard published 
this year, is likely to have its popularity 
strengthened even further by the need to 
supply the European common market, 
etc. A solution is to design the layout 
so as to be equally suitable to both. 

The small half-sizes are commonly 
used for paint manufacturers’ colour 
charts, although why is a mystery. The 
answer may be that this size is more 
suitable for the pocket, but the only 
people who carry colour cards, in my 
experience, are the paint manufacturers’ 
representatives. Certainly the architect 
does not, nor does the average builder. 
No doubt some justification can be 
found for a smaller size, but it must be 
remembered that this size is essentially 
secondary, and therefore supplementary 
to the larger size. 


What to Feature 


The first essential in presenting Trade 
Technical information is to make up the 
mind about exactly what is being sold. 
This is’ seldom as easy as it sounds, since 
most manufacturers include some sort of 
service with their product. It will either be 


a product or a service as is suggested in 
Figure 1. It may be a natural product 
like water, being sold by the Water Board, 
or a complex product like a system of 
prefabricated construction for buildings 
of all types. Service can range from a 
consulting service for perhaps site investi- 
gations, to the less definitive types of 
manufacturing service. The metal-work 
manufacturer who works to architects’ 
specifications, is of this kind. I would 
suggest, however, that as soon as he offers 
to make, say, storage structures from some 
patent metal angle-iron, he crosses the 
dividing line into selling the basic pro- 
duct (i.e. the angle-iron). 


The agent or builders’ merchant is 
really selling a service, and what is wanted 
from him is a definition of what he deals 
with, or perhaps more important, what 
he does not deal with, what he carries in 
stock, and what is his normal area for 
delivery. The definition of the word 
‘normal’ is important. 


Another definition often confused, is 
that of the ‘standard’ and, the reverse 
of the penny, the ‘ special.” I would 
suggest that commencing with the two 
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extremes, the STOCK STANDARD is the item 
which is commonly sold or obtainable 
from stock. The paint manufacturers’ 
popular range is a simple example, the 
brick, another. The other extreme, the 
SPECIAL is the item which is tailor-made 
to order to customers’ requirements—a 
staircase made to an architect’s drawing 
being a clear cut example. 

There are many intermediate stages be- 
tween these two extremes. The PrRopuc- 
TION STANDARD is one. This is a standard 
whose production run is limited, or which 
is only produced to order. It usually 
involves the use of an existing jig or 
mould, The order has only to mention 
the number or type, and the works know 
exactly what is required. A _ good 
example of this type is that misnomer, 
the ‘special’ brick (the splay header, 
bull nose, etc.). 

The majority of comprehensive ranges 
of standard metal windows are another 
example. Most of these are not available 
from stock, but are readily available by 
the simple process of assembling precut, 
metal sections, according to a standard 
layout. 


The Special Standard 


The third type of standard is what 
might be called the SpeciaL STANDARD. 
This is the standard which is adjusted to 
customer requirements. The prestressed 
concrete floor beam with its standard sec- 
tion is perhaps the simplest example. 

The category into which the product 
fits is more important than most manu- 
facturers realise. Often the architect, 
trying religiously to adapt his building to 
use a Standard, only finds quite casually 
from chance conversation that the so- 
called standard is, in effect, being made 
to order anyway. It could quite easily 
have been adapted to suit the job. Alter- 
natively the architect is often criticised 
by the manufacturer for wanting modifi- 
cation to some unalterable standard. In 
the cases where a manufacturer can, or is 
prepared, to modify the standard, or to 
produce specials based on his standard 
items, mention of this should be made in 
the leaflet, but should be kept quite separ- 
ate from the discussion of the standard 
item. 

Once it has been clearly decided what 
is being sold, the next step is to decide 
what to feature on any one leaflet. This 
is important because it determines 
whether classification is to be made easy 
or difficult. One product, one leaflet is 
the rule, and two or more pieces of paper 
should not be used where one would 
suffice. This, however, must be applied 
with common-sense, Products which fall 
into a family, or range, can be dealt with 
together. 

Other products can usually be men- 
tioned or cross-referenced on the same 
leaflet, but should not be used for im- 
parting the essential information on the 
cross-referenced product. At all costs the 
general catalogue should be avoided. It 
is expensive to produce, and therefore 
never up-to-date, rarely complete, bulky 
to handle and difficult to use quickly. It 
stands on its own on a book-shelf bravely 
bearing its perpetrator’s name on its spine 
—a monument of misguided intention.

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This approach of one leaflet—one pro- 
duct, does not preclude the assembly of 
information on different products into a 
catalogue of a loose-leaf form, when this 
is desired, as it undoubtedly is for some of 
the big agents and suppliers, for it enables 
the recipients, if they wish, to classify 
information so that it can be found when 
wanted. Many firms produce catalogues 
featuring selected items intended for a 
particular distribution. The selection for, 
and by the specialist, would save time and 
wastage for both parties, when produced 
in the loose-leaf form. The great advan- 
tage is that it enables a firm to keep its 
information accurate and up-to-date with 
greater ease, and at less cost. Separate 
and organised mailings of such a system 
would serve the publicity purpose of 
waving the flag and make the recipient 
more conscious of the scope of activities. 


Scope of Contents 


Figure 2 shows the essential informa- 
tion that is required on a_ product 
expanded to form a typical check list of 
contents— typical’ in the sense that it is 
typical of the lists given by the British 
Standard, the Building Centre and others 
for guidance purposes. 

A moment’s consideration will show 
that it cannot be regarded as typical of 
the information required from all sources, 
for although it would operate within 
reason for a simple floor tile, it would 
be useless for, say, a boiler. It would 
be completely misleading for any type 
of service, as comparison with Figure 3 
will show. 

This is not to suggest that check lists 
are not useful for ensuring that all the 
relevant information has been included. 
They certainly are, but since the sequence 
of contents varies from material to 
material, undue emphasis on a rigid list 
should be avoided. 

If, however, we assume that some such 
list is applicable to a material we have in 
mind, the question arises ‘Is all the in- 
formation necessary and desirable?’ 
If filing is a necessary feature of litera- 
ture, then bulk must be limited. The ques- 
tion is, where to stop. 

Personal experience has shown that the 
salient points of identity, properties and 
supply can nearly always be properly 
dealt with in four leaves/eight pages. 
In most cases this will also be sufficient 
for typical applications too, and we con- 
sider that this is a maximum convenient 
length. 

When this length proves to be insuffi- 
cient it is invariably found that the firm 
is trying to include information on 
rather special applications. In a case like 
this, the information can be presented 
in two stages. First, the general informa- 
tion covering identity, properties and 
supply, and simpler or more common 
applications, in the form of a booklet for 
general distribution. This then acts as 
an introduction to the more detailed 
Application Literature which can be 
selectively distributed to the specialist, or 
in answer to particular inquiries. 

This approach of imparting informa- 
tion in two stages is of tremendous 
advantage to both the user and purchaser 


of building materials. For the architect 
or engineer, the possession of adequate 
general information enables him quickly 
to decide whether a product is a 
possible solution to his problem. It saves 
him wading through a lot of detailed and 
technical information before deciding 
that it may be unsuitable. It prevents 
the possibility of misunderstanding borne 
of indigestion, avoids fruitless letters or 
telephone calls, and saves him filing time 
and storage space. 

For the manufacturer a request from 
an architect or builder who already has 
adequate general information is a realiy 
interested inquiry, and one that can be 
profitably followed up. Representatives 
could be more effectively used and there 
is a saving in the costs of information 
production. The representative who calls 
in response to such an enquiry, and can 
supply the appropriate Application Infor- 
mation for use in drawing offices together 
with perhaps a loose-leaf binder in which 
it can be kept with its general introduc. 
tion, will be most welcome in any pro- 
fessional office. It is the supporting role 
of application literature which lends itself 
to catering for the special needs of the 
various sections of the industry. This 
is the stage where the quantity surveyor’s 
requirements are different from those of 
the builder and architect, and it is here 
that the information they require can 
most profitably be differentiated. 

Having decided what is the funda- 
mental information to be communicated, 
the operative question facing the designer 
of literature is how can this information 
be best, and most clearly, presented. 
Every imaginable method or technique 
has its uses, each line or full stop should 
be considered as if it were to be the last, 
and no wumnecessary or _ superfluous 
additions made unless functionally con- 
tributing something. Seen against this 
critical approach it is obvious that this 
is a functional art which demands the 
strict control of ‘gimmick’ and other 
fancy art work. When approached with 
this mental outlook, the use of colour, 
typography, and illustrations can do 
much in the presentation of the salient 
information. 


Establishing Identity 


The description above of the manner in 
which literature is used shows that it is 
in the communication of identity that 
presentation or art work comes particu- 
larly into its own. Graphically answering 
the questions of what is it, and what does 
it do—this is the role of the front page 
or cover, and when space permits it can 
be devoted solely to performing this job, 
enabling the subject matter of the leaflet 
to be immediately recognisable. 

It is over the front page that there is 
a common misconception which is worth 
mentioning. Some manufacturers and 
publicity men are under the impression 
that the information sheet (standard lay- 
out with drawings on the face and text 
on the reverse), is the ideal approach for 
Trade Technical literature. They often go 
to considerable lengths to force unsuitable 
material to conform to this pattern. To 
anyone who has thumbed through a book 
of this type of information looking for a 
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particular product, it is very clearly not 
ideal. It creates, too, difficulties of read- 
ing the text in relation to the drawings, 
necessitating constant turning of the page. 
This method, in fact, represents informa- 
tion on ‘Application’ on the front page, 
and banishes the initially more important 
‘Identity’ and ‘ Properties’ to the back 
page. Invariably one finds that these 
sheets are so concerned in conveying the 
details on how to apply the product, that 
indication of what the product actually is, 
is left to implication or imagination. 

The information sheet, although unsuit- 
able for the general introduction to a 
material, is well adapted to the needs of 
the user who already knows the general 
information and is now interested in 
detail. In other words, ‘Application’ 
literature is ideal in a supporting role to 
the general introduction and is capable 
of indefinite multiplication and amend- 
ment without affecting any of the other 
published information. A_ great deal 
could be usefully said about the actual 
techniques of presentation, but it is an 
aspect which requires a lot of illustration 
and must therefore remain outside the 
scope of this article. 


Conclusion 


1. Prestige/Interest and Trade Tech- 
nical types should not be confused. 

2. Trade Technical literature is a 
functional tool, the properties of which 
are shown in Fig. 2. 

3. All users of building materials re- 
quire the same general information, it is 
only in detail that their requirements 
differ. 

4. A check list of contents is not usual- 
ly applicable, an understanding of func- 
tion is the best guide. 

5. The use of Trade Technical litera- 
ture requires the quickest progression 
from the general to the particular, involv- 
ing location of the whereabouts of the 
subject, the identification and selection of 
the particular leaflet, the selection of the 
relevant facts on ‘Identity,’ ‘ Properties,’ 
‘Supply ’ and ‘ Application,’ or ‘ Identity ’ 
and ‘Scope.’ Progression is usually in 
that order although some steps may be 
omitted. 

6. One leaflet to one product; only 
cross-reference to other products should 
be made. Avoid at all costs the general 
catalogue unless made up in loose-leaf 
form from a number of separate leaflets, 
each complete in themselves. 

7. Decide exactly what is being offered; 
is it a product or a service; is it ‘ stan- 
dard ’ (which kind) or a ‘ special.’ Present 
the facts accordingly. 

8. Presentation technique should be 
based on the function of literature. It 
should be fileable and therefore of a 
standard size; of limited length; brief and 
factual; clear and complete; graphical 
rather than textual. 

9. Always date leaflets and allow for 
the addition in the top right-hand corner 
of a classification. 

10. These recommendations do not 
mean a standardised format or similarity 
of appearance. Within the terms of the 
functions served there is the widest scope 
for individuality.

MoHLG BUILDING BY-LAWS 


Flues and Pipes 

Lhe: 1955 the Ministry invited comments on 

a draft of certain suggested amendments 
to the 1953 Edition of the Model By-Laws 
in respect of chimneys, flues and hearths and 
the fitting of heating appliances and the con- 
struction and positioning of flue pipes. The 
conclusion was later reached in the Depart- 
ment that the time was not opportune for 
such a major revision of these clauses but 
that it should await the general revision of 
the whole series.

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INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT AT HONG KONG 


From Our Own Correspondent 


E construction of a unique runway 

built in deep water completes the first 
stage of Hong Kong's new $128-million 
international airport opened by H.E. the 
Governor, Sir Robert Black, on September 
12. The runway, i4 miles long, has been 
constructed on a promontory of land 
reclaimed from the harbour area in Kowloon 
Bay, in an average depth of water of 24 ft. 
and confined by two heavy sea_ walls 
designed to withstand wave pressures during 
typhoons. A 40-ft. thick layer of silt was 
dredged from between the sea walls to get to 
a firm bed, and 13 million cu. yds. of filling 
moved from a spur of the Kowloon hills to 
form the base of the runway. 

Consulting Engineers are Scott & Wilson, 
Kirkpatrick & Partners of London (resident 
partner, Mr. J. K. M. Henry), who submitted 
a project report on the scheme to the Hong 
Kong Government in the summer of 1954. 
The scheme includes a runway 8,350 ft. long 
and 200 ft. wide, which is surfaced with 
60,000 tons of asphalt and designed to carry 
the loads of the largest jet airliners at present 
foreseen. There is a taxiway running the 
full length of the runway, and these are sited 
on the promontory 795 ft. wide, and involv- 
ing the reclamation of 163 acres of land. 


£5} Million Contract 


In August, 1955, the contract for the work 
was awarded to a French Company, the 
Societe Francaise d’Entreprises de Dragages 
et de Travaux Publics, who tendered in asso- 
ciation with a British Company, Gammon 
(Malaya) Ltd., as their main sub-contractors. 
The French Company undertook the dredg- 
ing and marine work, and Gammon 
(Malaya)) Ltd., the hill excavation and con- 
struction of the drainage, the runway and 
part of the sea walls. The value of the con- 
tract was about £54 m., which is believed to 
be the largest single civil engineering con- 
tract in the history of South-East Asia. 

The time allowed was three years and the 
first six months of this were mainly devoted 
to assembling the necessary engineering 


plant on site. Two large modern bucket 
dredgers of Dutch manufacture were towed 
out from the South of France; a grab 
dredger and two small cutter-suction 
dredgers were ordered and shipped from the 
USA; a fleet of nine tugs and 10 barges and 
some pontoons were fabricated in Hong 
Kong shipyards. Messrs. Gammon (Malaya), 
Ltd., brought much of their plant from 
Singapore and the remainder, including 40 
Thornycroft lorries, from England and the 
USA. The dredging fleet was subsequently 
augmented by the addition of a hopper suc- 
tion dredger, while over 100 lorries belong- 
ing to local contractors assisted in the work 
of hill removal. 

In the two and a half years’ working time 
available, the mud was dredged, the sea walls 
built, the land made and allowed to settle, 
and finally the runway and taxiways built, 
to a very high standard. In all, some 13 
million cu. yds. of material had to be moved. 

The dredging was completed in 20 months, 
after which the 60 acres of paved runway 
and taxiway were built in less than nine 
months. Although the bulk of the work was 
done by machine, the average labour force 
numbered about 2,000, with a peak figure of 
3,000, and in all some 20 million man hours 
were expended on the work. 

The construction of this project in the 
short span of three years has been an out- 
standing achievement, and a fine example of 
Sino-Anglo-French co-operation; it is the 
first occasion on which this French Company 
have undertaken work in a British Territory. 

Work has already started on the next 
phase of the development, the construction 
of the new terminal area, parking apron and 
freight buildings. The third and final stage 
includes a new Terminal Building, designed 
by Ramsey, Murray & White for the Con- 
sulting Engineers. This will be a six-storey 
reinforced concrete frame structure, provid- 
ing comfortable and efficient facilities for 
passengers and airline operators. It is esti- 


mated to cost $19 m. and is expected to be 
complete in 1960.

FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY. 

-An ambitious 7-year road-building pro- 
gramme was announced by the Federal 
Minister of Transport during the month. 
This provides for the construction of over 
1,000 miles of super-highways at a cost of 
about DM 3.5 milliard. By March 31, 1959, 
about 190 miles will be completed and 
another 150 miles under construction. The 
first phase of the programme totalling about 
410 miles will be completed by 1961. The 
Minister also announced a road-repairs pro 
gramme under which 1,100 miles of roads 
will be repaired at a cost of about DM 1.2 
milliard. 

IRAQ.—The Iraq Development Board has 
been reorganised. The former semi-auto- 
nomous executive members have all been 
dismissed and the Board now consists of 
Cabinet Ministers advised by a Development 
Guidance Committee of senior technicians 
under the chairmanship of the Minister of 
Development. A new development pro 
gramme is likely to be announced before 
the end of the year; its main emphasis may, 
it is thought, be placed on agriculture and 
on the promotion of local industrial enter- 
prises both public and private. The policy 
of the new Development Board is that all 
contracts on which work has begun will be 
completed as originally planned. Contracts 
which were awarded but not finally signed 
on July 14 will be re-negotiated with the 
successful finm after reappraisal of each pro- 
ject by the Board and all projects not yet 
put out to tender will also be re-examined 
for possible economies in their size and 
scope. As a result there may be some delay 
before new projects are put out to tender. 
The following were the calls for tender 
for July and August: Housing scheme for 
Hamman al Alil Cement Factory: Housing 
scheme for Daura: Housing scheme for 
Diwaniyah: Beet sugar plant at Sulaimani- 
yah. The Development Board awarded the 
contract for the Amarah Housing Scheme 
to an Iraqui firm, Haj Ali Ahmad Kola... . 
It has been announced that the Development 
Board had authorised consultants to print 
the tender documents for a fertilizer plant 
and a paper mill, both to be built at Basra 
at a cost of about ID 14 m. The Kirkuk 
sulphur recovery plant contract recently 
awarded to Ralph Parsons & Co. (US) is 
likely to be re-negotiated and to be scaled 
down to a more modest size. The Develop- 
ment Board’s bridge programme appears to 
have been little affected by recent changes 
and calls for tender for a number of major 
bridges are expected shortly. 


JAMAICA.—The Government are con- 
tinuing negotiations for the construction of 
an oil refinery in Jamaica. The proposal 
came from Mr. Frank Desmond St. Hilaire, 
president of the newly formed Jamaica Oil 
and Chemical Company, Ltd. (PO Box 99, 
Kingston 5, Jamaica), The Government are 
not prepared at the moment to make any 
announcement about the details of the nego- 
tiation but it is reported that the refinery 
will cost about £54 m. It is understood that
